MMM LEADER CALLS FOR VIGILANCE OF INDIAN OCEAN NATIONS 
Victoria NATION in French 4 Mar 80 pp 1, 7 


[Text] Paul Berenger, secretary general of the Mauritian Militant 
Movement (MMM), left the Seychelles yesterday at the close of his stay 
in our country, at which time he met with the Seychellois leaders, 

‘ 
During an interview which Berenger granted to our news media, he ex- 
plained the object of his vieit, the situation in the Mauritius Island 
and the claims on the Diego Garcia base and the entire Chagos archipelago. 


Concerning his visit to Victoria, Berenger stated that, as the Seychellois 
people know, in April 1978 the first conference of the progressive 
countries of the Indian Ocean comprising Madagascar, Mauritius and 
Reunion, and naturally the Seychelles, was held in the Seychelles, 


During that meeting, he mentioned that a liaison committee was estab- 
lished on a permanent basis to organize a second conference which would 
take place periodically on an annual or biennial basis regrouping the 
progressive parties of these four islands...these meetings making it 
possible, specified Berenger, to coordinate our action in order to follow 
the development of the situation in the Indian Ocean, 


Already, emphasized the secretary general of the MMM, during the first 
conference of the progressive parties of the Indian Ocean, many resolutions 
were adopted calling for the demilitarization of the Indian Ocean and 
denouncing the attempts to destabilize the progressive countries. Un- 
fortunately, Berenger continued, due to some events which occurred in 

the region, it was impossible to hold the second conference of the 
progressive parties of the Indian Ocean. 


“It is for this purpose," he added, "that I met with various important 
political people in Madagascar, including President Didier Ratsiraks,. 


He continued, "I was scheduled to visit the Seychelles at the close of 


the meetings, but then again, the events which occurred in the Mauritius 
Island, delayed my visit, 

















"In view of the fact that we agreed to maintain a permanent concerted 
effort, to analyze our common probleme together, and exchange information 
in this respect," declared Berenger, "I met with President France Albert 
Rene, Jacques Hodoul, minieter of foreign affaires, and other important 
people on various levels," 


The MMM secretary general further declared that the reason which prompted 
him to meet with Presidente Didier Rateiraka and France Albert Rene 

was the disquieting development of the situation in the region," Our 
greatest concern is Diego Garcia which is being intensively militarized 
and set up for the purpose of establishing a nuclear base for the Chagos 
archipelago." 


"The entire Chagos archipelago," continued Berenger, ‘was detached from 
the Island of Mauritius in 1965 at the same time that the British govern- 
ment of that period detached the Farquhar and other islands from the 
Seychelles, 


"You have regained those islands, but a part of our country is still 
detached and does not belong to us at the present time," 


Berenger laid stress to the fact which is preoccupying the Mauritian 
people; not only is it the militarization of the Indian Ocean but it 

is especially the danger represented by South Africa, He pointed out 
that Pretoria had launched an offensive to aid the reactionary political 
parties to obstruct MMM's course and prevent it from winning the pending 
general elections, and this is, he said, an additional reason for the 
progressive parties of the Indian Ocean to be of the same mind, 


There are, he said, some problems, but the most significant one is that 
of Reunion, The Reunion Communist Party and the Reunion Liberation 
Movement exist, and Berenger added that a formula must be found for their 
participation in the second conference of the progressive parties of the 
Indian Ocean, The secretary general of the MMM considers that this 
question could be settled in the framework of the OAU's [Organization 

of African Unity] ad hoc committee work which had discussed Reunion's 
problem, 


Questioned regarding the Mauritian government's declarations on the 
future of Diego Garcia and the Chagos archipelago, Berenger underlined 
the contradictory character of these statements, 


He considers that the stand taken is not noteworthy, The secretary 
general of MMM stated that following events in Afghanistan and the 
interest which the Indian Ocean has assumed, some political parties have 
taken up our positions again as regards regaining possession of the 
Chagos archipelago, therefore of Diego Garcia, for tactical and conjunc- 
tional reasone, 








Berenger firmly declared that the present Mauritian government will 
not do anything to combat the militarization of the Indian Ocean or to 
obtain the international collaboration, in the framework of either 

the OAU or UN, of the non-aligned countries, or to arrive at a common 
attitude with the Seychelles and Madagascar in order that Diego Garcia 
may be regained by the Mauritius Island, 


To a question relating to the development of the situation in Madagascar, 
Berenger stressed the fact that the progressive countries of the Indian 
Ocean are always the object of destabilization and imperialistic attempts 
which use other methods, 


"Ae for us," he said, “the Mauritian goverment which is in the imperialist 
camp, has recourse to other procedures to prevent us from winning the 
pending general elections and to stop our party from attaining power," 


In Madagascar, the secretary general of MMM particularly wished to 
specify that imperialism has recourse to hypocritical methods which 
aim at undermining the Malagasy economy, notably in its territorial 
waters and ite air space, On this subject Berengsr underlined South 
Africa's role, 


The secretary general of MMM, after stati. that he was convinced that 
the Malagasy people, ite president and ii» ©**tv would face up to any 
external menace, called upon the nations oi .ne Indian Ocean to be more 
vigilant than ever in facing the common enemy.

REPATRIATION OF REFUGEES SCHEDULED

(Text) Repatriation of Zimbabwean refugees in Zambia and Mozambique is 
expected to be completed by early next year, the Director of Social 
Affaire, Mr Brien Beecroft, said yesterday. 


Among the refugees are thousands of disabled people and children at school. 





Although the disabled refugees would be satisfactorily catered for, there 
were "difficulties in finding places for the schoolchildren in our schools 
in Zimbabwe," said Mr Beecroft. 


"At present, we haven't got. schools to which they could be transferred. 
By early 1981, the position should have materially improved. This is why 
we have prevailed upon the U.N. to defer the repatriation of children at 
school until the end of the school year. That should be the end of the 
repatriation exercise." 


Repatriated 
Since the exercise was launched soon after the Lancaster House Agreement, 


thousands of refugees from Zambia, Mozambique and Botswana, have been 
repatriated, 





The process was temporarily halted because of the election. 


On Thursday in Bulawayo 450 refugees from Zambia will be accomodated at 
Percy Ibbotson Hostel in Luveve. 


Mr Beecroft said firm plans for the resettlement of all Zimbabwean refugees 
were at an advanced level. 


He said that about 1 600 disabled refugees were in Zambia and about 12 000 
were in Mozambique.

"These people will need medical treatment, wheelchairs and crutches and 
we will aseiet them in the best possible way. When they come, they will 
be looking to the state for basic support. They will be helped ae is 


necessary." 


On the processing of the refugees, Mr Beecroft said they would all go 
through the customs formalities and be questioned about their areas of 
origin. They were aleo required to have identity carde from host 
countries.

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IMPORTANCE OF LANGUAGE INSTITUTE STRESSED

[Excerpte) The study of foreign languages in Angola is about to receive 
greater attention from teaching authorities, Thies ie a basic field of 
knowledge for anyone who wante to train abroad and for some domestic 
activities that call for handling languages. 


At Government initiative, the National Language Inetitute wae founded two 
years ago, « language study center geared mainly to providing the Popular 
Republic of Angola with cadre to meet our needs. The Institute is out~ 
fitted with modern means for teaching languages and offere French, English, 
Russian, German and national dialects. 


The Imetitute has 2 dozen classrooms equipped with high technology materials 
for intensive, profound learning. There are 50 students there now. Appli- 
cations for enrollment, which are obligatory for businesses and are approved 
according to their strategic importance, number some 2000 and cannot 
possibly be met ‘mn full. At thie time, registration is closed with a view 
to gradually satisfying the large number of applications on record, 


Each course usually laste 12 months, plus one optional quarter for techni- 
cal-vocational language training. 


The National Language Inetitute has 21 teachers: 5 Angolans, 2 South 
Africans, 3 Germans, 1 Soviet, 1 Yugoslav, 1 from Ruanda and 1 from Sweden. 
Seven more English language teachers are expected to arrive this month. 


The Institute aleo has a 6-month irtensive course for workers with a need 
for languages on the job. 


Nevertheless, the facility has had some problems which are now beginning 
to be resolved. Because of these problem, since May 1978 only about 50 
diplomas were awarded to 39 students in the regular program and 7 in the 
intensive program. 
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The National Language Inetitute has facilities at the present time only in 
Luanda, and ie attended only by etudente from the capital. Ite director, 
Comrade Celeste Konta, tells us however that preparations are underway to 
make enrollment and attendance at the courses available on a nationwide 
acale, 


Thie ie a center to train etudent-workers from labor sectore in which 
knowledge of a language ie a priority matter. The Culture and Sport De- 
partment developed a list of priorities for acceptance of enrollments, which 
begine with Party organieme and extends to the Ministries of Education, 
Foreign Relations, Traneport and Communications, Foreign Trade, Industry 
and Energy, Labor, Health; Secretariate of State for Culture, Physical 
Education and Sporte; Office of the president, Council of the Revolution, 
and UNTA, 


Prospects for operning sections of the National Language Inetitute in 
the reset of the country depend on educating the firet Angolan teachers 
of foreign languages, capable of teaching in the provinces. Their train- 
ing will be based essentially on the use of audio-visual methods (slides, 
projectore, and tapes), with teaching materials developed by the teac'ers 
themelves, namely manuale for use by the future teachers. 


Concern for the study of national dialects, through the development and 
publication of newspapers and magazines, ie another Institute project. 


Teaching Portuguese to experts providing technical assistance to the 
Popular Republic of Angola, the diplomatic corps accredited here, and 
national cadres returning to the country after many years abroad is also 
planned.

Problems Remain” 


|Text | Will there be a fish war? Fish is by far the most frequently con- 
sumed food in Douala, clearly more so than meat or any other product which 
serves as a main course for that city's citigens. Apparently, the Wouri, 
the neighboring waterways and the sea are bursting with fish. But what is 
the reason for the shortage and expensiveness of this product on the local 
markets? There is a malaise which currently characterizes relations among 
the main suppliers, the shipowners, the wholesalers and the retailers who, 
concerned about their profit margins, apply the various market price lists 
set by the Price Control Administration as they see fit. Within the jungle 
of the fish market, where the consumer is a resigned victim for lack of a 
structure for negotiation in which he could voice his opinion, we will 
discuss the union of fish retailers, which, for the time being, is playing 


a regulatory role. 
Isn't the union of fish retailers a spoilsport though? 


This is the question which some fish tycoons may well be asking themselves. 
Prior to the establishment of this structure, anybody could set himself up 
to sell his small fry any way he liked and at the price which suited hin. 


The 1972 advent of this union put an end to the anarchy which was prevalent 
on the fish market. The need to organize in order to fight speculation 
permitted the creation in 1972 of a departmental union of the Wouri fish 
retailers. Until 1977, their demands did not often bear fruit. Thus, its 
members introduced a request to the Ministry of Labor. On 9 March 1977, 
the national union of fish retailers of Cameroon was born. In order to 
stop the disorder which was rampant in the fish market, an order from the 
Ministry of Bconomy and Plan henceforth determined a market price list, 
regulating prices for the different varieties of fish for the main locali- 
ties in Cameroon. Price tables were prepared for the benefit of the re- 
tailers, so that their clients could get their money's worth. 
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The mombers of the union, in collaboration with the police and the provin- 
cial price service, made noticeable interventions at the level of the whole- 
salers to ensure their application of wholesale prices for delivery to 
various markets. At the present time, there appears to be some reductions 
of thia kind of healthy intervention. 


Masters of the Game 


“The behavior of the shipowners union (SAPEMA | Union of Shipowners in Mari- 
time Pishing |) constitutes veritable acts of provocation.” Is this state- 
ment by the president of the National Union of Mish Retailers, Mr Ernest 
Marie Magoumou, justified? He cited a few facts for the consideration of 
the readers. As of 1978, he told us, the union of shipowners (SAPEMA) pro- 
duced a market price list on its own initiative. Feeling no reaction, they 
published others on 5 and 28 November 1979. 


In total there were three market price lists which substantially reduced 
the profit margin of the retailers. If you tried to compare the different 
prices from 1978 to 1979, stated Mr Magoumou, you would realize that the 
increase is on the order of 47 or 48 percent, in defiance of act No 79/11 
of 30 June 1979 of the provincial price service of the coastal area, which 
specified the various violations for products of all kinds produced by 
national industry. 


Currently, he added, agents of the provincial price service are on the tail 
of small retailers, without first trying to find out the origin of the fish 
and of the price increases practiced in the markets. One of the wishes of 
the members of the National Union of Fish Retailers has just come true. In 
an official statement, the Price Administration has just set the retail 
prices for the various grades of fish. 


This decision is not completely satisfactory, stated Mr Ernest Magoumou. 
It probably does not constitute the real solution. 


One must wonder, in the current jungle of the fish market, where the re- 
taller should find this product to sell it at the retail price. The Na- 
tional Union of Fish Retailers is asking the authorities to put pressure 
on the shipowners so that they will make a contract for the resupplying of 
fish for the retailers. When this condition has been met, the marketing 
process will be harmonized and everybody will get something out of it.

production of this food, which continues to go down in the coastal area, 
nevertheless remained at an acceptable level, nearly 19,000 tons approxi- 
mately. There was a continued supply on the market, which thus marks a 
clear difference when compared with the shortage which prevailed during 
the year 1977-1978. Strangely enough, the consumer who should have bene- 
fited from this situation, ended up rather being its victin. 


On the retail market, the price per kilogram of fish nearly doubled. The 
cause of the high price can once again be found at the level of the market- 
ing circuit, which includes several middlemen. There are first, the ship- 
owners who are considered as the fish producers; next, there are the whole- 
salers, who buy from the shipowners to resell to a certain category of 
intervening parties, who are called retailers. It is the latter who are 

in direct contact with the housewife, the final consumer of the product. 


Because of the difficulties they experience at the level of their respec- 
tive activities, these various operators organized themselves in order to 
defend their interests better. It is thus that on 9 March 1977 an employ- 
ers' union, called the National Union of Fish Retailers in Cameroon 

| SYNDEPOCAM | was born. At this time, SAPEMA had already been in existence 
for nearly 10 years. Today it brings together six fishing companies: 
COTONNEC [expansion unknown |, CO [expansion unknown |, PBCAM | exransion 
unknown |, SOPAC {expansion unknown |, SCPM | expansion unknown | and Shrimp 
of Cameroon, 


A silent, but serious dissension began during the last quarter of 1979, 
which set the National Union of Fish Retailers and the Union of Shipowners 
in Maritime Fishing against each other. The former accused the latter, 

not only of interfering at all levels of the fresh fish marketing circuit, 
but also of proceeding with an untimely increase in prices. Which wrongs 
the retailers and, of course, influences the development of prices. Having 
been silent since November, the complaints of the fish retailers have begun 
to be heard following the appearance, on 27 December last, of price control 
agents in the various markets in the city of Douala. The presence of in- 
spectors, on five consecutive days, at the fish selling locations produced 
a noticeable decrease in the selling price of this food. This intervention 
by the provincial price service, supported by the forces for the mainte- 
nance of law and order, proved to be timely and a lifesaver during this 
end of the year holiday season. Some housewives returned home from the 
market with a full basket. The intervention was damaging to the retail 
businessmen who, up to then, had applied rates which were contrary to the 
new market price list developed by SAPEMA. As a matter of fact, this mar- 
ket price list -- which dates back to 29 November -- has been contested by 
the National Union of Fish Retailers. During an interview, its president, 
Mr Ernest Marie Magoumou, stated that this rate considerably reduced the 
profit margin of the retailers. He did not, on that occasion, limit him- 
self to denouncing the situation; he also explained it by referring to 

the approved prices for 1978. Between 1978 and 1979, the percentage of 
increase went from 47 to 48 percent. The problem was all the more complex 
because this last market price list was preceded, during the same month, 
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by another market price list dated 5 November. Based on the latter, Mr 
Mago umo u — epecified that a 20 kilogram crate of bass or 


only produced 300 france in profite for the retailer. Which, most of the 
time, drove him to raise his prices and to falaify the scales in order to 
be able to maintain himself and not to be compelled to abandon business. 


Shameless Speculation 


However, it should be noted that this problem applied only to the marketing 
of fresh fish. The marketing of frosen fish has been regulated since 23 
October 1979, by standards of the Price Administration. Prices in this 
npecific category are usually respected. 


it may be noted that the marketing clrouilt for fresh fish is overflowing 
with middlemen. It is onto the latter that the shipowners shift responsi bi- 
lity for the situation. Mr Hassan, one of those who participate in the pro- 
duction of fish, talks about a "shameless speculation” indulged in by the 
fish merchants. “We, shipowners,” he stated, “are disgusted by such a lack 
of civic-mindedness, al] the more so because consumers aisunderstand us." 
Thus, Mr Hassan emphasized the statements made by Mr Mveng, director of 
Shrimp of Cameroon and president of SAPEMA, who, a few days earlier, had 
deplored the lack of realiem of the retallers. He said that “they want to 
make excessive profite in relation to their investments which,” he added, 
“are not comparable to ours.” These thoughts in fact translate the belli- 
gerence which prevails among the shipowners, who claim to be the target of 
public dissa’isfection about the disturbing rise in the price of fresh fish. 


Even so, it must be recognised that the fishing sector in Cameroon has not 
been spared the effects of the economic situation. The cost of fishing 

equipment has followed the inflationary movement. This situation did not 
mee

able to 
the constantly rising demand for fish. Moreover, there are cyclical move- 
ments in this area. In addition, the shipowners cannot satisfy the consumer 
at the time when the fish migrate to other fishing areas. Often, the catch 
is not abundant. 


From time to time, price anarchy, skilfully maintained by the middlemen, 
compromises the government's efforts, efforts which have already been trans- 
lated into the creation of numerous structures for as- 
sistance to the fishermen. Still, at first sight the fish market appears 
profitable. The number of businessmen in this area has increased constantly.

tallers, one can nevertheless count more than 142 fish shops, operating 

or less full time, in the city of Douala whi 

at various locations in the city. These model shops, of which there are 
limited number, are notable because of the prices which are charged there 
Their price for fish is a function of the official market price list, whi 
is in fact a good price relative to that of the retailers. This also ex- 
plains the crowds noted in those shops on selling days. More often than not, 
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one has to stand in line. The regular customers of these selling places 
arrive early, at 0530 hours, to be served first. Unfortunately, the conau- 
mora ~~ for whom these fish shops have been opened ~~ do not benefit much 
from thie advantage. Retailers often mix with the crowds that frequent these 
fiah shops; following their purchase, they go back to the market to make a 
profit at the expense of the consumer, because the latter often does not 
have enough time to stand in line. Assuming that he does take his place in 
the line, he would not be sure whether the shop has the quantity or kind of 
fish he wishes to buy. 


Evidently, the efforte made by the shipowners in favor of the consumer are 
often disapproved of by the retailers, for whom these model fish shops are 
serious competitors. We have no choice but to note that the retailer's 
problem presents a few characteristics which do 

saler, his immediate competitor. For some time 
given the opportunity to buy fish directly from 
harbor.

New Market Price List 


Other aspects present themselves as soon as one penetrates the fish market- 
ing circuit of our economic center. During November 1979, the fish retailem 
witnessed the successive issuing of two market price lists. Negotiations 
here, irregularities there. Day by day, the situation became more disturbing 
On 14 January last, the Price Administration put an end to this confusion by 
issuing a new market price list which seems to have settled the dispute, 
which placed the retailers and the shipowners in unfair competition. 


Unlike those published last November, the new market price list has the dis- 
tinctive feature of including most of the country's centers of consumption, 
notably Douala, Buea, Tiko, Victoria, Mbanga, Bafoussam, Bafia, Kumba and 
Bamenda. It also brings an improvement of prices and of the classification 
of the various grades of fish. 


With the publication of this new market price list, the ball is once again 
in the camp of the middlemen, who henceforth will have to show their civic- 
mindedness by respecting this regulation. Which, in principle, should lead 
the National Union of Fish Retailers to support the efforts of the authori- 
ties. In this sense, we believe that the arrangements made by this union 
in 1974, at the end of the first shipowners-retailers conflict, could be 


workable. The posting of price lists at the selling points could keep 
clients from being cheated. 











The retailers of products from self-employed fishermen should also give up 
to conform to the regulation recommending the

[rene Industrial fishing, even though it makes use of large scale methods 
in terms of equipment and personnel), is not as easy as one may think, be- 
cause fish in the sea are not parked in a apecific location. Consequently, 
they must be sought before they are caught. We spent 3 days at sea in order 
to really see what goes on, and to discover the reasons behind the lack of 
fish and ite constantly increasing prices. 


On Priday, 1 February, at 1600 hours, we left the shrimp quay on board the 
trawler Wourl Il. In total, there were 13 crew members: 9 seamen, 1 mecha- 
nie, 3 officers, and a Canadian expert who came to introduce the various 
crews to a new technique of stern fishing.

The Napoleonic pomp, the imperial eccentricities, the medieval minks 

of ([ex-Bmperor)] Jean-Bedel Bokasesa blur in the mind of a Central African 
people more concerned with the rise in the price of fish and the scarcity 
of gasoline. 


Yet, "Bokasea Zero," as his one-time acolytes and former subjects now 
call him, still frightens some people. Is this retrospective fear or 
animistic terror? A senior official who taught in Libreville at one 
time never moves about in public without his bodyguard, a giant wearing 
a uniform and a red beret with a gun at his hip. 


The vocabulary has changed in the neighborhoods and the proper name 

has become « common noun: “Don't pull a bokassa!" His imperial majesty 
has become a “despot,” not even of the “enlightened” variety as someone 
was noting in pleasant fashion, but rather a “gloomy” despot, 


The streets of the capital city till evidence the marks of this human 
typhoon who brought havoc to the country's economic life for 14 years. 
Wide avenues or shaded sidestreets become empty as soon as dusk falls, 
restaurants and nightclubs try to entertain the few foreign night prowlers 
who drag their boredom through the damp heat of the dark hours. Traffic 
continues to be light even at the time of the closing of offices because 


spare parte and gasoline are scarce in Bangui. 


At the Rock Hotel, the best in the city--next to the sadly famous Safari 
Hotel where air hostess Brigitte Miroux was strangled at Bokassa's 
orders--some fanatic of safaris may seek accommodation at times.

Tonight all the presidential villas are filled to the gunnels, [Zaire's) 
citizen-President Mobutu Sese Seko resting in his native village, Ngabolite, 
on the other side of the Ubangi River, the natural boundary between the 
Central African Republic and Zaire, Mobutu's entourage has preferred 

the air-conditioned comfort of Bangui before flying off tomorrow to Europe 
on the Zairian DC-10 aircraft parked at the Bangui-M' Poko airport not 

far from a stationary Caravelle jet with damaged rudders, 


Stories quickly make the rounds in Bangui, Another French soldier had 
committed suicide: Was it because of a broken heart or nervous depression? 
This is only one of the vicissitudes for the 450-man contingent, that is, 
three companies under the command of Colonel Daubas with the physique of 

a fighter, 


The people seem to be glad or at least indifferent to the incidentally 
diecreet presence of these French military in dungarees that one finds 
walking in the streets, moving about in their transport vehicles, or in 
the nightclubs, At any rate their presence provides several guarantees 
to the team in office: 





Bokasea will not attempt a sudden return and the improvised allies of 
the emperor will not forcefully seize the country. 


Bokassa had converted racketeering into an institution, driving even 

the sharks of business and trade elsewhere, Yet, “business was thriving" 
in some sectors as in the case of that insurance company which doubled 
its turnover in no more than 3 years, 


Laxness and expansiveness had given way to suspicion and probes, At 
present entrepreneurs are becoming visible once again and even adventurers 
have once again taken the road to Bangui, such as that Lebanese “merchant ," 
involved in a customs fraud scandel in Libreville, unconcerned, his mind 
full of plans, 


In the market there was no shortage of fruits and vegetables even at the 
height of the confusion but other staples such as sugar, heating gas 
(one bottle of which costs 9,000 CPA francs), and gasoline have been 
scarce, Fish sells around 1,000 CFA francs a piece without weighing. 


Sheep on the hoof, purchased by shepherds in Chad at 2,500 CFA france per 


head, are sold again at some 9,000 CFA francs each some 50 km from Bangui. 
When sold on the market a head fetches no less than 15,000 CFA france. 
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When one considers that a junior clerk earns 10,000 to 12,000 CPA france 
& month in a good year or a bad year, one imagines the gymnastics that 
he has to perform to make ends meet in hie family budget.

The lack of an employment policy, confusion in hiring, and favoritiem shown 
for those in the good eye of the emperor escalated the number of officials 
at an uncontrolled rate. This superabundance of personnel had become an 
some Gases From 186,290 civil servants in 1977 the total jumped to 25,556 
by ; 





This qumber of personnel is unjustified, a plethora encouraging laziness 
and irresponsibility which the existing government decided to check by 
cutting the number down to 19,000 initially to relieve the state's burden. 


In contrast, jurisdictions and opinions often clashed with the whims of 

the emperor. One still hears the story of that young half-breed television 
announcer (Bokasea had a predilection for half-castes) whom the tyrant 
ordered abducted while she was in the middle of her work at the studio 
because he had noticed her while watching television and desired her . 
Bokasea evidenced a streak of bestiality which was in keeping with his 
personality.

Aware of this premise, the govern- 
ment addressed iteelf from the first few days to Paris, which dealt out 
the principal cards of the political game, but the regime also turned to 
Yaounde, Libreville, and Brazzaville. Alphonse Koyamba, lst vice prime 
minister for finance, who took part in the Gabonese capital in a meeting 
of the board of directors of BEAC [Band Band of Central African States) on 
Priday, 7 March 1980, took advantage of his trip there to talk to Gabon's 
Prime Minister Leon Mebiame and Deputy Vice Prime Minister Georges Rawiri.

"The Gabonese are Central Africans and the Central Africans are Gabonese!" 
is what the CAR's President David Dacko told us laconically in his office 
decorated primarily in scarlet, with a thick carpet and a velvet curtain, 
And indeed, one found things in common not only in the minds of the two 
peoples but also in the basic documents, 


The spirit of the constituent documents of the UDC [Central African 
Democratic Union] involves numerous points of similarity with the bylaws 
of the PDG [(Gebonese Democratic Party), 


A delegation led by Minister Leon Auge and including the personal rep- 
resentative of the Gabonese head of state, Fabien Ombouma, and political 
commissioner Julien Mezui attended the opening of the UDC's constituent 
congress in Bangui early in March 1980, On his part President David Dacko 
has paid two visits to his Gabonese opposite number since his return 

to power, with the concrete results that are known, 


But the vital assistance to the Central African Republic is naturally 
provided by France because of the latter's role as the CAR's major trading 
partner: 44 percent of the CAR's exports were shipped to France while 

45 percent of its imports originated from France in 1976, 


Some 400 French civilian cooperation personnel, technicians, and teachers 
are working on a permanent basis across the country and the support of the 
French Ministry of Finance has saved the Central African treasury from 
bankruptcy several times during its chaotic career, 


"On 19 September 1979, 11 days from pay day, we had only 11 million CFA 
francs available to meet the state's fixed commitments, including the wages 
of government officials," Vice President Henri Maidou told us during a 
mecting at Renaissance Palace, 


Thus, once again, Paris agreed to “lift Bangui out of stagnation," the 
Number 2 man of the new regime concluded simply, “offering us a plank of 
salvation to make changes," Since that time the transition has been 
effected less dramatically with the assistance of several governments and 
international financial insticutions: Japan, the Federal Republic of 
Germany, the European Development Fund, the African Development Bank, the 
International Monetary Fund, and France's Aid and Cooperation Fund. 


The detailed debt of the Central African state cotaled 53.6 billion CFA 
francs on 31 August 1979, that is, the equivalent of 2 years’ worth of 
budgetary revenues, a report of the Central African Chamber of Commerce 
noted, This study denounced the excessive number of personnel in the 
public administration and state companies, which surplus has been cut 
deeply as was seen, 
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Alphonse Koya@ba, lst vice prime minister for finance, expressed surprise 
at that figure, The computations of his department, which he transmitted 
to us later, showed a range from 36 to 40 billion CFA francs only, without 
further comment, This figure probably reflects short-term debt including 
the commercial debt of state companies which in Bokasea's time constituted 
financial abysses because of the waste, embezzlement, and personal 
siphoning of funds by the toppled dictator to pay for his own immediate 
pleasure, 


At the fall of Jean-Bedel Bokassa the country was thus at the brink of 
bankruptcy and an interim salvage plan was drawn up with French experts 

80 as to weather without catastrophe the deadline of 31 December 1979, 

The French Ministry of Finance injected on three occasions (in October, 
November, and December 1979) fresh funds to underwrite the mandatory 
operating expenditures of the Central African Government, that is, a monthly 
allocation of about 1,2 billion CFA francs. 


This "beefed-up" assistance could not decently be extended beyond the 
quarter of the crisis, Too, French experts and Central African technicians 
met again to draw up a 1980 budget in which aid from France would be forth- 
coming, not in the form of funds but rather of high-level personnel 
entirely paid for by the French Government, 


These personnel outlays, Minister Alphonse Koyamba recognized, could 
exceed 1,5 billion CFA francs monthly and the latter would be a less 
obvious extension of the initial assistance, Furthermore, Paris agreed 
to grant “financial assistance" equivalent to 1,5 billion CFA francs to 
balance the 1980 budget, anticipated revenues being unable to meet the 
projected needs,

[Text] Annual Business Cycle 


Will the elimination of 6,000 jobs in the civil service, the denationaliza- 
tion of state companies with deficits, the control of the customs service, 
and the inflow of fresh international funds finally overcome the reservations 
of private businessmen? 


Early in March 1980 Vice President Henri Maidou chaired a meeting of 
private entrepreneurs most of whom were Europeans, It was a "planning 
meeting" which would seem to have yielded immediate results. 


Indeed, according to the assertions of Fernando de Mattos, a Portuguese 
businessman settled for more than 20 years in the Central African Republic 
and unofficial spokesman of foreign business circles in Bangui, positive 
reactions became evident. 
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Mattos’ principal ideas call for an effort in the agricultural sector 

since the country has been importing an increasing number of chickens, 

eggs, hogs, beef, and rice even though there are real potentials [in 

the CAR itself), A report presented at the time of this meeting advocates 
the creation of rural jobs and the reactivation of family plantations through 
industrial crops, which would brake the peasant exodus to the capital, 


The reasoning is attractive but it involves a long-term danger which the 
entrepreneurs have obviously not raised: The proletariazation of the 
rural population, that is, the systematization of a wage-earning class 
and thus dependence on the foreign investor, 


At any rate Fernando de Mattos is pushing in the right direction when he 
figures that the creation of one agricultural job requires th» investment 
of 500,000 CFA francs compared to 5 million francs for one industrial 
job, 


A Western diplomat, who preferred to remain anonymous, was dogmatic in 
this connection, deeming that the Central African Government must restore 
the annual agricultural cycle soon, “The business cycle in the Central 
African Republic is annual," he reasoned, "for it is based essentially 

on agriculture," Accordingly it is necessary to rehabilitate the coffee 
and cotton crops, promote the use of fertilizers and insecticides, and 
improve the delivery and purchase of products from the peasants, 


The forest (400,000 cubic meters of timber in 1978), tobacco (2,000 tons 
in 1979), rubber (500‘tons in 1978), cotton (40,000 tons in 1978), and 
coffee (14,000 tons in 1979) should attract government funds while simul- 
taneously an agricultural credit policy should be set up to encourage 
planters, 


Small- and medium-sized enterprises however exist in the CAR and they should 
therefore not be neglected: They are involved in beer-making, edible oil, 
milling, feed for cattle, sawmilling, cotton ginning, spinning, automobile 
assembly (Citroen, SCOA [West African Trading Company] group), and so on, 


But the essential condition of economic development involves the improve- 
ment of the road and river network, For the pessimists, the reconditioning 
of 1,700 km of tracks is like "putting a poultice on a wooden leg," 
However, it is necessary to begin somewhere, 


"We have suffered too much from interruptions in transportation," Alphonse 
Koyamba, lst vice prime minister for economy and finance, recognized, 
Thus, the commercial circuits of the interior have been left to the Hausa, 
these channels being archaic and primitive, 


The heart of the problem involves the improvement of the ACCF [Central 
African Agency for River Transportation], a key and vital organization 
if one considers that 70 percent of the country's freight is carried 
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on rivers, However, corruption and incompetence in this company which 
wae nationalized during sea's time have caused its output to drop 
to a third of ite potential capacity because of outdated equipment and 
disastrous financial management, 


By becoming a mixed [private-public] company and by incorporating SOCATRA 
[expansion uninown] of the Rothschild group among its stockholders, the 
ACCF is moving toward more promising horizons, But the road is still not 
easy for there is a bottleneck at Brazzaville, the Congo-Ocean Railroad 
being saturated and the port of Pointe Noire being periodically clogged. 


Thus, it will undoubtedly be necessary for the CAR to turn to Kinshasa 
which has an oil pipeline linking it to Matadi close to the ocean as well 
as an operating railroad, At any rate, the cost per ton-kilometer on the 
river cannot be matched and the ACCF has to rise again from ite ashes 

no matter what. 


Still in the field of transportation the pirate CENTRAFRICAIR [Central 
African Airline] company, formed entirely by Bokassa with the rental of 
his personal super-Caravelle for the Bangui-Paris run, was dissolved, 


Negotiations with foreign companies to insure the servicing of domestic 
lines are continuing with the UTA [Air Transportation Union] and Air 
Afrique [African Airline], the financial means of the Central African 
Government not making it possible for the country to have its own 
autonomous air carrier, 


Furthermore, the planes which fly to Bangui from Brazzaville, for example, 
have to leave with a full tankload of gasoline but again touch down in 
Ndjamena before taking off for Paris. 


The river agency is not alone in having been denationalized, Thus, the 
hydrocarbons distribution company, CENTRA-HYDRO [Central African Hydro- 
carbons Company], unable to fulfill ite purpose for lack of competent and 
honest cadres, will be broken up in the interest of some “majors" of inter- 
national caliber such as Shell Oil, Mobil Oil, and ELF [Gasoline and 
Lubricants Company of France], which will guarantee supplies and do pros- 
pecting throughout the CAR's territory henceforth, 


The UCCA [Central African Cotton Union], in falling under private control, 
has also won a choice partner, the CFDT [French Company for the Development 
of Textile Fibers], The latter will modernize its production apparatus, 
reorganize its collection circuits, and train new technicians who will 
finally be capable of assuming their duties. 


Despite the scope of the rehabilitation and the sincere effort of the 
govermeent, European business circles do not mince matters. Bankers 
complain of credits that cannot be discounted, merchants wish to recover 
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goods plundered at the time of incidents (about 1,5 billion CFA france’ 
worth according to one insurance company agent), and enterprise heads 
find that government decisions are late in coming,

[Text] Coordination and Confidence 


The economic rehabilitation of the Central African Republic thus involves 
foreign assistance but also internal discipline and a retrieval of confidence 
by private businessmen in the country, 


Regarding assistance from the West it is undoubtedly necessary to mention 
the attitude of the United States, In September 1979, on the eve of the 
coup d'etat and following the publication of the report of African jurists 
and Amnesty International, the U.S, Dapartment of State had cut aid to 
Bokassa's imperial regime. 


Ambassador Godwin Cooke was recalled to Washington for a "review of the 
diplomatic sutuation" and there was a lot of talk of closing the U.S. 
embassy offices, The advent of a new government in Bangui restored 
U.,S,-CAR relations and a load of emergency medical supplies worth $25,000 
was flown from Washington to Central African hospitals, 


The U.S, Peace Corps immediately increased the number of its teaching 
positions (in mathematics, English, fish-cultivation, rural health, con- 
servation of nature) thanks to the funds of the U.S, AID [Agency for 
International Development]. The amount of American aid which had been 
programmed at U.S. $1.5 million in 1977 having been frozen, there was a 
balance of $600,000 remaining to be spent, that is, 120 million CFA francs, 


Administrative obstacles and the slow rate of decisions by the U.S. 
Congress are not of concern to the American executive branch, “highly 
encouraged by Bangui" to use the expression of ambassador Godwin Cooke-- 
rightly so since the Central African Government has supported the release 
of the American hostages in Tehran and condemned the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan, 


American experts have already determined the essential needs of the Central 
African people: The lack of animal proteins, weakness of the agricultural 
sector, deficiency of the educational network, and gaps in the public 
health sector, But the United States will not become involved in infra- 
structural projects, preferring perhaps to leave that sector to other 
partners. 


Few private American companies were active in the Central African Empire, 
especially after the nationalization of Texaco and Mobil Oil in 1974, while 
CONOCO [Continental 0il Company] confined itself to exploration work. 
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A single firm had retained the good graces of the dictator in Bangui, 
Diamond Distributors, located on the Avenue Boganda and specialized in 
the cutting and sale of diamonds in addition to some vague interest in 
eafari-related operations, 


It would seem that the most significant effort made by the United States 
recently bears on the prospecting by satellites of the geomagnetic anomaly 
in Bangui: Is it indicative of a sizable deposit of minerals or is it 


simply a natural phenomenon? Are these traces of uranium which would rival 
those at the Bakouma site? 


Whatever the answer, the hopes placed in uranium by the French Atomic 
Energy Commission and Alusuisse [Swiss Aluminum Company] must be revised 
downward, According to a reliable French source the Bakouma exploitation, 
whose reserves are estimated at 17,000 tons (by way of comparison Gabon 
produces 1,000 tons a year), is subject to caution, 


Indeed, the discoveries of sizable uranium-bearing deposits in Australia 
threaten to change the picture, Furthermore, the Bakouma reserve is 
located some 700 km north of Bangui in the middle of the forest and it 
will be necessary to build an access road to it or to consider air trans- 
portation, which would deprive the country of an access highway and thus 
of induced deve lopment. 


Finally, the negotiations of former Prime Minister Ange Patasse with 

the Swiss company had short-circuited the French negotiators, which Paris 
has never forgiven Patasse, and slowed down the Bakouma exploitation plans. 
Yet, beginning in 1972, French President Georges Pompidou had already 
given the green light to build homes for the families of 80 prospectors, 


One measure which is not negligible is that by the EDF [European Develop- 
ment Fund] in the interest of the CAR, The EDF's attitude toward the 
tragic events in Bangui (the massacre of elementary school students and 
repeated violations of human rights) was mitigated however: In a half- 
sweet, half-sour declaration to the press, Claude Cheysson decreed on 

17 August 1979 that "the [European Economic] Community is taking every 
measure to insure that its assistance is effectively used as a function 
of the needs of the peoples" without implying that there would be a sus- 
pension of aid for all that, 


Finally, Bokassa's fall was the cause of the renewed startup of the EDF 
program in the Central African Republic, Leopoldo Schiavo-Capo asserted: 
Maintenance of the Bossembele-Garous road, 453 km long (the birthplace 
of Cameroon's President Ahmadou Ahidjo), that is, 2.3 billion CFA francs, 
in cooperation with France's Aid and Cooperation Fund and the Federal 
Republic of Germany, while the Bangui-Bossembele section is being relaid 
thanks to funds from the World Bank, the Kuwaiti Fund, and the African 
Development Bank, [The following projects are also involved: 
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1, Coffee-growing plan for an amount of 1,280 billion CFA francs; 
2. Rural development program in Ouham Province near Bossangoa; and finally 
3. Livestock-raising project in Bambari, 


In April-May 1980 a meeting of the fund-lenders will be held in Bangui 
in order to coordinate all the CAR's outside sources of aid, Will con- 
fidence return among business circles at that time?

[Text] Chances of the Government 


Six months after the ouster of Jean-Bedel Bokassa, who had gone incautiously 
to Tripoli to negotiate the relinquishing of a section in the north of 

his own country in exchange for financial assistance, events have begun 

to unfold, Indeed, the particles in suspension have become stabilized 

and in this final article we analyze the positions and chances of the 

new leaders, 


The UDC [Central African Democratic Union] whose establishment President 
David Dacko had announced in Bambari on 20 November 1979 confirmed the 
single party system at the time of its constituent congress which was 
concluded on Monday, 17 March 1980, preferring to avoid the hazards of a 
multiparty system, The next few stages of the new regime were spelled 
out by President David Dacko at the time of the ambassadors’ conference 
in early March 1980: Drafting of a constitution, ratification of this 
document by referendum, and then presidential elections followed by 
legislative and then munucipal elections, 


The relearning of democracy is being effected in terms of form following 
14 years of a “rule of force, terror, massacre, and the constant violation 
of rights and fundamental liberties," according to the words of the new 
head of state, The people have retrieved their habitual calm after the 
harsh events of 1979 and will-o'-the wisps of the Ange Patasse affair. 


A shady personality in the eyes of many observers, opportunistic and 
demagogic, the head of the MLPC [Central African People's Liberation 
Movement has occupied a cell of the famous Ngaragba prison since 21 October 
1979 charged with "common crimes," 


Vice President Henri Maidou told us that his predecessor in the vice 
presidency "used to gather 'godobes' (unemployed, idle riff-raff at his 
home, He would give them drugs and then would let them loose in the streets 
in the demonstrations which could have degenerated into killings if the 
law-enforcement agents had not kept their cool," 
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Questioned about the leftist tendencies of Ange Patasse, Henri Maidou 
acoused his adversary of building up a following in order to be in the 
good graces of the youth, concluding: ‘The meteor ie now gone," 


The fate of Mre Eiddgabeth Domitien, according to the Vice President, 

ie different, She hae not assumed the posture of an adversary of the new 
goverment, Rather, it ie public opinion, aware of her harmful influence

CENTRAL BANK REPORTS ON STATE OF ECONOMY 
Nairobi DAILY NATION in Bnglieah 29 Apr 80 p 5 


[Text] Commercial banks tightened up on liquidity from July to September 
last year, according to the latest ieaue of the BCONOMIC AND FINANCIAL 
REVIEW, published by the Central Bank of Kenya. 


The liquidity ratio fell from 24 percent in June to 22 percent in September. 


The drop in the holding of liquid assets wae attributed to a fall of Sh. 142 
million to Sh. 535 million in the banks’ balances at the Central Bank. 


The cash reserve ratio similarly fell from 5.9 percent at the end of the 
previous quarter to 4.7 percent at the end of the quarter under review. 


The REVIEW noted that the lending by commercial banks to the private sector 
increased by Sh. 25 million (0.3 percent) to Sh. 9,333 million at the end of 
September. This was a much reduced growth compared with the rise of 3.5 
percent during the previous quarter, but was an improvement against a fall 
of 1.7 percent recorded during the corresponding quarter of 1978. 


The increase was mainly in credit to manufacturing and trade, which rose by 
Sh. 84 million and Sh. 12 million to Sh. 2,051 million and Sh. 1,987 mil- 
lion reepectively. 


Commenting on the Kenyan economy in general, the REVIEW stated that adverse 
factors continued... a fall in coffee receipts, low level of manufacturing 
output and sharp increases in the price of crude oil. 


Farm produce delivered to statutory boards was estimated to have fallen by 
two percent in the first seven months of 1979. This showed a decline of 
about two percent in agricultural production. 


The manufacturing sector, too, was depressed during the first half of 1979. 
Substantial decreases were registered. 


Production of sugar fell by 11.4 percent, spirits by 6.4 percent, fabrics by 
17.3 percent and wheat by 51.8 percent, compared with production during the 
same period in 1978.

UGANDANS, TANZANLANS MUST OBTAIN WORK PERMITS 

Labor Minister's Statement

[Excerpt] Ugandane and Tanzanians will now need permits to work in Kenya 
just like any other foreign nationals. 


This was confirmed yesterday by Labor Minister Elijah Mwangale who said it 
was in accordance with the Immigration Act, 1967. 


He said about 3,000 non-Kenyans of African origin would be affected. 


Mr Mwangale said there were approximately 1,000 Ugandans, a similar number 
of Tanzanians and another 1,000 from other African countries. 


The exercise to get the non-Kenyans registered started about three weeks 
ago, the Minister said. He said Government departments and employers in 
the private sector had been informed of the Government directive. 


Those affected are being told to report immediately to the nearest immigra- 
tion office to fill work permit application forms and hand them to the 
nearest labor office. 


A senior official of the Federation of Kenya Employers (FKE) confirmed 
yesterday that the Ministry of Home Affairs had told them of the directive. 


It is reliably learnt that the issue of work permits for Ugandans and 
Tanzanians had been raised two years ago, but was shelved due to "political 
complications."

[Unattributed Article: "Coonjan: the Hindus Cannot Work Within 
the MMM; Gift of 1.4 Million Rupees From a Foreign Country; 
Publication of Compromising — 92 


[Text] "The Mauritian Militant Movement (MMM) is not a party 
within whose ranks the Hindus can work, The Hindus should 
distrust this party." These were the sentiments that Dr 
Krishnalall Coonjan, deputy from Moka/Military District and 
former leader of the MMM, expressed to THE NATION yesterday. 
Today he will be taking part in a regional congress of the 
Labor Party in St Pierre, 


Questioned regarding his relations with the MMM, Dr Coonjan 
voiced the opinion that friends of the MMM came to see him, 
to convince him to return to the fold. "I told them that 
sooner or later they will suffer the same fate I did, and 
that if they had the courage of their convictions, they would 
have to leave the party, too, rather than behave like yes-men 
without any power," said the deputy. 


Program 


Dr Coonjan had joined the MMM before the general elections, 
because he felt that the program of this party was the most 
interesting one, even though he was not 100 percent in agree- 
ment with it. Dr Coonjan subsequently proposed that the MMM 
nationalize all banks and financial institutions, as Mrs Gan- 
adhi had done in India, It was the beginning of his problems 
with the administrators of the party. 


In spite of the unacceptable intrigues, dirty tricks and 
blocked lists, Dr Coonjan managed to get elected to the cen- 
tral committee of the party. Shortly after his election, he 
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was accused of communalism, of having conducted a campaign 
aimed at the Hindu delegates of the party. “If we had really 
run a communal campaign, we would have reversed the direction 
of the party," Dr Coonjan said today, 


Another source of the quarrels that surround Dr Coonjan is 
his interventions in Parliament, An attempt was made to muzg- 
zle him by giving the chief whip the privilege of deciding 
who could take the floor in the Legislative Assembly, 


Dr Coonjan found himself banned from the columns of LE MILI- 
TANT, even though he was the vice president of the party. 


“And yet it was thanks to my contribution in 1976 that the 
MMM was able to take five seats away from Moka/Military Dis- 
trict, Montagne Blanche/GRSE [expansion unknown] and Flacq/ 
Bon Accueil," he explained, 


1.4 Million Rupees 


Shortly after the elections Dr Coonjan tried to learn more 
about the uses to which the party had put 1,400,000 rupees-- 
a sum that had been contributed to the electoral campaign by 
a foreign power, In reply Dr Coonjan was told that if as 
vice president he did not have sufficient confidence in the 
way party finances were being handled, he did not deserve to 
exercise the functions of the vice presidency, 


Then came the affair of the committee that was to plan the de- 
tails of the conference of progressive parties of the Indian 
Ocean, According to Dr Coonjan, the political bureau of the 
party decided to send Mr Paul Berenger and Dr Coonjan himself 
as delegates to Madagascar, where a meeting was to take place, 
On the day of their departure Dr Coonjan telephoned an offi- 
cial at 800 hours and was only then informed that both dele- 
gates would not be traveling to Madagascar, He was very much 
surprised to learn that Mr Berenger had gone to the Great Is- 
land alone, "Why was my presence not desired in Madagascar? 
So that I would not learn any secrets?" wonders the deputy. 
Rumor then had it that Dr Coonjan had not gone to Madagascar 
because he did not know any French, "But what language does 
Ramsewak speak when he s abroad to represent the GWF [Gen- 
eral Workers Federation |? What language do Jaddoo and de 1'Es- 
trac speak in Moscow?" Dr Coonjan asks himself, "Why have In- 
dia and Sri Lanka never been invited to take part in the con- 
ference of the progressive parties of the Indian Ocean?"

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A Victim 


The party then tried to expel Dr Coonjan,. The affair was 
brought before the assembly of delegates, but no decision was 
made, "I then understood that I had become a victim of the 
intra-party intrigues and that my ability and my communal af- 
filiation had come to constitute a danger for me, It was no 
longer possible for me to remain in the party. I parted com- 
pany with it," Dr Coonjan tells us, The MMM is not a politi- 
cal party, but rather a team composed of certain persons, 
among whom are to be found agents from foreign countries and 
power-hungry madmen, The MMM is no party for Hindus, They 
cannot work within this party.

No Resignation 


Will he resign from Parliament? Dr Coonjan feels that it is 
the people who appointed him to Parliament and not the politi- 
cal bureau of the central committee of the MMM, And given 
this fact, he will respect the will of his electorate, Dr 
Coonjan states that his electorate has encouraged him to re- 
main in Parliament and to play his full role there, 


The decision of the deputy to take part in the regional con- 
tress of the Labor Party in St Pierre has given rise to con- 
jectures, "It is true that Labor Party agents have contacted 
me and want me to 'work' this Moka/Military District consti- 
tuency. I am well aware of the situation in which the Labor 
Party finds itself," replies Dr Coonjan, “In 1976, no mili- 
tant wanted to have anything to do with this voting district, 
I took the risk and managed to get elected," he adds, 


Dr Coonjan plans to present himself to that constituency once 
again, no matter what the outcome is, Without giving a direct 
answer to the question concerning the possibility of his join- 
ing the or Party, Dr Coonjan has this enigmatic remark to 
make: “In politics I like to swim against the current,"

GENERAL WORKERS FEDERATION REVIEWS YEAR'S ACHIEVEMENTS 
Positive View 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 6 Mar 80 p 4 


{[Article: "In Spite of the Strikes in August the GWF Takes a Positive 
View of Its Achievements for the Year Just Ended") 


{[Text] A stock-taking press conference was held yester- 
day by the General Workers Federation on the activities 
of the group of affiliated trade unions during the past 
year. Achievements were deemed entirely "positive" on 
the level of the struggle involved and of the results ob- 
tained, considering the application of the Public Order 
Act and of the Industrial Relations Act in all of their 
rigor. Mr Lutchmeepersad Ramsewak, president of the GWF, 
surrounded by members of the executive committee, took 
advantage of the occasion to denounce the government, 
which has not kept its word with regard to the agreement 
of 23 August, which followed the strike and the repeal 
of the IRA. 


Explaining, first of all, the reasons for last year's strike, Mr Ramsewak 
stated that the aim was not only recognition of the SILU (Sugar Industry 
Laborers Union) and the UASI (Union of Artisans of the Sugar Industry), 
but also application of the 40-hour week and payment of wage compensation. 


This strike was followed by a hunger strike as a sign of solidarity with 

the approximately 2,000 workers who were laid off. The government, making 
full use of its repressive machinery, applied the POA [Public Order Act], 
and the members of the Labor Party, who in 1978 had sent a petition to the 
prime minister demanding the repeal of this law, didn't lift a little fin- 
ger when the POA was applied. The employers, also using the T”* ‘Industrial 
Relations Act] to its fullest extent, laid off the workers. 


The agreement which was signed on 23 August, and which put an end . the 
strike, gave birth to a glimmer of hope in the GWF, because one of the 
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clauses provided that when Parliament reconvened, the Legislative Assembly 
would have complete freedom to debate a motion bearing on the amendment of 
the IRA. 


However, the government did not keep ite word, because the motion was not 
presented, and an elite committee was convened. But there again, the 
government representatives, Mr Peeroo and Mr David, did not make much of 
a contribution because the only amendment which they recommended had to 
do with the check-off. 


Mr Rameewak aleo denounced the attitude of the finance minister with regard 
to the payment of the post-devaluation wage compensation. He said that the 
GWF rejects the arguments advanced by the minister and believes that the 
government wants to get out of this cheaply by refusing compensation to the 
workers, although certain ministerial allocations were doubled while eco- 
nomic difficulties were being discussed in the same breath. Mr Ramsewak 
added that the government still refuses to reveal the details of the agree- 
ment made with the IMF and doctors the truth with regard to the economic 
situation and foreign debts. 


Nevertheless, in spite of the situation which prevailed last year, the GWF 
believes that its achievements are positive, because of the fact that the 
factories in Solitude and Reunion did not close their doors, the CNT 
[National Confederation of Labor] was authorized to clear Route No 3, and 
to hire the laid-off workers; and finally, to everyone's surprise, the 
question of bulk loading was resolved, which represents a victory for the 
dock workers. 


GWF Annual Meeting Held 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 10 Mar 80 p 1 


[Text] Yesterday, during its annual general meeting, the General Workers 
Federation (GWF) selected a new president in the person of Mr France 
Soopramanien. He succeeds Mr Lutchmeeparsad, who held this position for 

the last 6 years. In addition to the election of a new executive committee, 
the delegates voted on two amendments to the statutes of the group of affil- 
iated trade unions. 


The first amendment covered the enlargement of the executive committee, 
which will henceforth be composed of 11 members instead of 8. The second 
concerned the fees for affiliated unions. The fee for each union, which 
amounted to 15 sous per member, has been raised to 25 sous. 


In a statement made to LE MAURICIEN, the outgoing president, Mr L Ramsewak, 
who succeeded Mr Maherally, insisted on stating very clearly that the selec- 
tion of a new executive committee in no way signifies that there is dissen- 
sion within the GWF. The former directors expressed the wish to retire so 
that others could have the opportunity to demonstrate their effectiveness, 
and consequently, they were not candidates at this time. 
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"The leadership of the WF has always been assumed in rotation," stated 
Mr Rameewak, who expressed the wish that the work of the team will con- 
tinue in a disciplined manner, which has always been characteristic of 
the GWF. He exhorted the delegates to cooperate fully with the new 
executive body, because 1980 will be an “extremely difficult" year. The 
collaboration of everyone ie required for the probleme which confront the 
GWF, eepecially the lay-offs, recognition of the SILU [Sugar Industry 
Laborers Union) and the UASI [Union of Artisans of the Sugar Industry], 
and wage freezes. 


The new executive body of the GWF is composed of the following members: 
President: France Soopramanien (president of the Union of Municipalities 
Workers); Vice-president: Rajen Pillay (Chapter of the SILU); Secretary: 
B. Jhurry (SILU); Assistant Secretary: A. Sassa (GWF staff); Treasurer: 
Michel Gerard Nina (PLHDWU [Port Louis Harbor and Dock Workers Union)); 
Assistant Secretary: R. Tirvengadum (Shoes & Sandals Employees Union). 
Members: Nabo Fortuno (Union of Workers of the DWC [Development Works 
Corporation]) and Mario Flore (PLHDWU). 


New GWF President Interviewed 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 10 Mar 80 p 4 


[Interview by Jean-Max Baya with France Soopramanien; date and place not 
given] 


[Text] Although he is practically unknown to the public, 
since yesterday Mr France Soopramanien has become the new 
strong man of the General Workers Federation. 

Mr Soopramanien, who is 45 years old and the father of 6 
children, is a farm laborer in the municipality of 
Curepipe. His activities as president of the Union of 
Municipality Workers, a position which he has held since 
May 1975, do not seem to have been very restful, because 
for 2 years he has enjoyed an unpaid vacation. In the 
interview which he granted to LE MAURICIEN, he defined 
his idea of the objectives of the GWF, and he said that 
the priority must be on unity among the workers, "no mat- 
ter what the cost." 


[Question] Mr Soopramanien, in becoming president of the largest affiliated 
union in the country, you are accepting very heavy responsibilities. How do 
you view the task ahead of you? 


[Answer] I must admit that I have a tremendous job ahead of me. I am 
interested in assuming the presidency of the GWF because I know that there 
is still much to be done for the working class. I believe that I can make 
a contribution to the unions’ struggle to advance the cause of the workers. 
I am counting heavily on my friends in the GWF, especially those in the 
former executive body, to assist me in my work. 
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[Question] Nevertheless, to accept such responsibilities, while everyone 
ie saying that 1980 will be a difficult year, requires some atrength of 
character and a certain eapirit of self-denial. 


l[Anewer) Indeed, there is a great deal of work to be done, especially 
when we are aware of the country's economic estate, and of the condition 

of the union movement since last year, when unioniem received a severe 
blow ¢ the grotesque collusion between employers and the government, 
who weed the IRA to suppress the workers’ struggle. Furthermore, I be- 
lieve that, more than ever, we must get to work to achieve the unity among 
trade unions which ie talked about so much. The various union affiliates 
must eet aside their differences. I will go even further by saying that 
thie unity must be achieved at any cost, even at the price of making some 
concessions. 


[Question] Don't you think that the fact that you are not a member of 
Parliament, ae was your predecessor, is a handicap for the GWF, because 
Mr Rameewak had the advantage of being able to raie certain questions in 
Parliament? 


[Anewer] Personally, I don't think eo. After all, it should be said that 
in Mauritius, the tendency to mix unioniem and politics has very often 
been regarded as evil by some workers. However, I am of the opinion that 
they can no longer be separated because the union struggle and the polit- 
ical struggle are one and the same. I think that it is logical for the 
worker who has struggled so much to obtain freedom for the unions, to use 
hie right to vote to support those who are fighting in favor of that free- 
dom. As for Mr Ramsewak's relinquishing the leadership of the GWF, I do 
not believe that thie is a handicap, because the former president has 
promised use his full cooperation, and undoubtedly, thie will also extend 
to the parliamentary level. 


[Question] How do your evaluate the work done by the GWF during the last 
few years? 


{[Anewer) I believe that the GWF has accomplished a great deal during the 
last 5 years. The workers feel more secure, thanks to the work done 
directly or indirectly by the GWF. Through certain actions of the Gwr, 
the government has been induced to take sowe positive measures. I offer 
as evidence the treatment accorded to the relief workers, whose wages and 
working conditions have been improved. There are also the factories in 
Solitude and Reunion which have not yet closed, thanks to the activity of 
the GWF. And then, there are the dock workers. I think that I can say 
that this is probably a unique situation, where after only 15 years of 
service, the workers are entitled to a full pension. However, this 
doesn't mean that there isn't still a great deal to do. I am thinking spe- 
cifically of the repressive Industrial Relations Act. 











[Question) Since you mention repressive law, in your opinion, what are 
the priorities to which the GWF should address itself? 


[Anewer) As I eaid before, the firet priority te etill trade union unity, 
which must be realised at any cost, even at the price of some concessions. 
In ay opinion, thie is the condition, sine qua non, which can lead to the 
accomplishment of the taske which await us, much more than the economic 
eituation, which promises to be difficult. The second priority must be 
the rehiring of the laid-off workers, not forgetting the repeal of the 
IRA and the POA. I say repeal, because I do not think that these two 
lawe should be amended. They should simply be rejected. 


[Question) And finally, Mr Soopramanien, suppose I should ask you to de- 
scribe yourself .... 


[Anewer) What you are asking is difficult. But I think that I am not mis- 
taken in saying that I am by nature a go-getter. I can be judged by my 
trade union activity, especially within my own union. I began my work with 
unioniem in 1971. When I was elected president of the Union of Municipali- 
ties Workers in 1975, I had to work under extremely difficult circumstances, 
without support from anyone. This was the era of government commissions. 
The situation wae difficult not only in Curepipe, but in all of the munici- 
palities. Truly, chaos reigned in the matter of wages and working condi- 
tions. I was subject to many pressures, and I held on in spite of it all. 
Finally, in 1977, I had to request a “leave without pay" so that I could 
devote myself more completely to union activities.

DOUBT OVER OIL REFINERY PROJECT VOICED 
Port Louie LE MAURICIEN in Prench 5 Mar 80 p 6 


[Text] Im epite of the documents which have been signed by both parties and 

the reports relating to possible negotiations in the Persian Gulf between 
representatives of the island of Mauritiue and o1] magnates, the project is 
caueing « certain emount of escepticien among the people of Mauritius with 
respect to ite implementation. The fact of the matter is that, in spite of 

the figures cited, the Mauritianes are afraid that thie is another project 
improvieed in the manner of “free education" and that the initiatives and 

negot iationse——perhape doomed to failure--ere only in the embryonic stage. 

In general, however, euch a project—if it is to be carried out—would encounter 
approvel in the business sectors and would prepare an invaluable infrastructure 
in the event Meuritiue ever finds oi]. Om the other hand, however, the 
Mauritian euthorities should not minimize the danger of pollution and should 
obtein assurances from the builders of the refinery, ofl pipelines and "tanker 
port” thet we ere running no risk from thie standpoint. 








We must first recognize that Mauritius importe 90 percent of ite oil from 
» thet Gulf island which epecializes in ofl refining and which is 
linked to Saudi Arabia by means of a sulmarine ofl pipeline. We still do 
not know whet kind of arrangement the island of Mauritius is going to make 
OPEC countries (in this case, Saudi Arabia) for ite

likelihood will have to be conducted government to government. However, we 
do not know whether supplies will be provided directly or through the oil 
importing companies. At the local level, these companies are still willing 
to cooperate in the carrying out of the project. Robert de Senneville, of 
CALTEX, for example, ie convinced that thie is an excellent deal for 
Mauritiue. For thie to be true, it would be enough for the etudy to indicate 
that the project ie viable and that the inetallations are suitable and 
adapted to meeting our needs. However, it ie still not possible for these 
conpanies to epeak to the subject, since they have not yet been apprised of 
the parametere of the project. 


In general, in order for a refinery to be profitable, it must be able to 
produce 100,000 barrele of products per day. For the Mauritian and Reunion 
markets, however, a unit capable of producing 25,000 barrele per day would be 
adequate. However, it is necessary for a series of favorable conditions be 
met for a unit of thie seize to be profitable. 


Among other thinge, thie enteaile the purchase of ofl] at the “posted price" 
and ite sale at the “spot price," in accordance with the most prevalent 
international practice. In this regard, Japan and Auetralia--which, it is 
said, will be our cliente--ere purchasing of] in this way. Unfortunately, 
the same will not be true of Reunion which, since it is a French department, 
will benefit from a preferential price, considering the financial aid it 
receives from France. The truth of the matter, therefore, is that we do not 
have here a ecandal ase enormous as the one mentioned by the JOURNAL DE L'ILE 
DE LA REUNION in one of ite recent issues. In reality, it is possible that 
thie arrangement will permit Reunion to pay less for ite ofl than if the 
refinery were on ite soil. 


Por the island of Mauritius, it is another story. Without a doubt, the project 
is a solid “economic push in the right direction;" however, we should not 
forget the political implications which would draw Mauritius even closer to 
Reunion within the ambit of France and would thenceforth make Mauritius a 
station on the ofl route. At the domestic level, the contribution would be 
substantial. It has been said that the refinery will have a capacity of 1 
million tone per year. With an average of 290 gallons to the ton (the average 
is necessary because of the diversity of production), the refinery will have 
a capacity of around 290 million gallons per year. However, there are several 
kinds of refinery: the kind that with one distillation process produces 
gasoline but aleo asphalt, diesel fuel, etc., and the kind which uses the 
so-called "cracking" process, which is more complicated but which permits 

an adjustment of all productions to the needs of the hour and to the require- 
mente of local and foreign “coneumers." Here, too, no indication has been 


given; and we can only engage in conjecture.

(Text) Little by little, the U.S. presence in the Indian Ocean is being 
strengthened. There are already modern, sophisticated ships, some with 
nuclear rockets, in the Persian Gulf. Along with this show of force, it 
is becoming public knowledge that there are plans to mine or to blockade 
thie important route for the movement of oil. 


To ineure control over the sone and over the entire route, some steps have 
been taken in recent months to establish strategically located bases. 
Although they heve not all taken the clear and undieguised form of a 
militery installation, as in the case of Diego Garcia, some of the language 
suggests that troops will be stationed in one or another of the coastal 
estates. 


With less circumspection, Washington's reinforcement of its imagined line 
of defense takes a more direct form in Pakistan. Having suddenly become 
strategically valuable, Pakistan is now being courted by powers claiming 
certain principale which, under the present circumstances, sound strange. 


In the name of friendship among peoples, there is now support for a tyrannical 


regime that only a short time ago was isolated from the international com- 
munity. Im the name of peace, the concession of millions of dollars’ 

worth of military credit is being justified. In the name of the legitimate 
interests of the international community, major steps are being taken to 
nuclearize an area that, it has been claimed insistently, must be consid- 
ered a zone of peace. 


These obvious contradictions reveal the truth; it is made clear who will 
really benefit from the plans sponsored by Washington. The imperialists 
and their allies see this offensive in the Indian Ocean as nothing more than 
@ chance to twist the future of its peoples, and this is a mistake that 
becomes « tragic farce when we remember the social and human cost of similar 
ventures they have undertaken in the not too distant past.

The financial agreements concluded following the discussions between the two 
countries include a series of documents referring to important areas of 
cooperation and the implementation of specific programs. 


In the energy sector, the accords provide for French participation in the 
execution of important electrification projects in central and northern 
Mozambique, starting at Cahora Basea, as well as the rebuilding of the 
Mavuzi power plant in Manica province and its connection with the Cahora 
Bassa system. The agreement provides for financing in the amount of 5 
million contos. 


In addition to banking relations, other areas were discussed, namely, coop- 
eration in the footwear industry, salt production, telecommunications, 
maritime transport, agroindustrial projects and tourism. 


With reepect to foreign trade, an agreement was signed providing for estab- 
lishment of a line of credit for the acquisition of consumer products and 


secondary goods. 


In the course of Governor Vieira's visit, the French government made a gift 
of 2,000 tons of wheat to our country, within the framework of international 
aid to Mozambique following the application of economic sanctions against 
Southern Rhodesia.

DECREE ESTABLISHES COMPULSORY BANK ACCOUNTS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 18 Apr 80 p 2 


[Excerpts] The decree which m«* bank accounts compulsory for all entities 
that. participate in the nat’ »~ i economy, either directly or indirectly, 
and which is scheduled to gc xo effect as of 1 May of this year, was pub- 
lished in the nation's capit . Following is the text of the aforementioned 
document : 


The Third Congress of FRELIMO established the need for the creation of a so- 
cialist state bank, which would be an effective tool to back the guarantee of 
the state's management of the economy, and which would contribute to the re- 
organization of the financial system from the standpoint of the construction 
of the material foundations of the socialist society. 


The construction of socialism requires the implementation of a stringent po- 
licy of austerity. All the available financial resources must be channeled 
to the state budget and the banks, and the speed of monetary circulation must 
be increased, releasing the resources needed for the development of the pri- 
ority sectors of our economy. 


The financial movements must reflect the material movements; that is to say, 
they must reflect the process of production and circulation of goods, thus 
enabling the banks to back and control the monetary execution of the central 
state plan. For this purpose, it is necessary for all entities which parti- 
cipate in the national economy, either directly or indirectly, to have bank 
accounts and to limit the amounts of money in their treasuries. 


On this basis, according to the terms of section c, Article 60, of the Con- 
stitution, the Council of Ministers decrees: 


Chapter I. Area of Application 


Article 1. 


1. This decree applies to the following collective persons and similar en- 
tities: 








a. All the state organs and inatitutions; 


b. State enterprises with mixed and private economy, including the enterprises 
covered by Decree-Law 16/75; 


¢. Cooperatives; 
d. Associations of a social, cultural and recreational nature. 


2. This decree also applies to merchants and manufacturers operating indivi- 
dually, provided their volume of sales of goods or services exceeds 200,000 
escudos per month. 


Chapter II. Compulsory Requirement to Maintain Bank Accounts 
Article 2 


1, The entities cited in Article 1 will be required to maintain one or more 
accounts in the credit institutions. 


2. The credit institutions in question are: 
a. Bank of Mozambique 

b. People's Development Bank 

c. Totta Standard Bank of Mozambique 


3. The governor of the Bank of Mozambique or the manager of provincial branch- 
es, when he receives authority to do so, may temporarily exempt from this ob- 
ligation the entities which, for justified reasons, are unable to have a bank 
account, specifically, in the case of a distance between the entities in- 
volved and the nearest bank branch which makes it difficult to practically 
implement this decree. ; 


Article 3 


1. Each of the entities cited in Article 1 must maintain banking relations 
with only one credit institution. 


2. The governor of the Bank of Mozambique may authorize exceptions to the 
provision in number 1 for entities which essentially require this. 


Article 4 


The entities covered by this decree which do not have a bank account will be 
required to open one or more accounts in the authorized credit institution 
within a period of 60 days reckoned from the date on which this decree goes 
into effect. 
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Chapter LIL. Miscellaneous Provisions 
Article 6 


|, The entities mentioned in Article | muat necessarily accept checks itn Mo- 
sambican eaecudon leaued by: 


a. All the etate organe and inetitutions; 

db. State enterprises 

Article 9 

This decree will go into effect as of 1 May 1980.

PALLURE OF STATE LANDS, PROPERTY ADMINISTRATLON 
Reasons for Failure 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 17 Apr 80 p 2 


(Excerpt) The matter of building maintenance is closely associated with the 
Administration of State Lands and Property [APIE] itself. In order to manage 
houses, like any other asset, one must know how to maintain them and to pro- 
tect them from deteriorating as a result of wear. But this does not mean as- 
signing a carpenter to repair shoes, or a bricklayer to pull teeth. 


In a country such as ours, wherein the state has never had experience in build- 
ing administration, countless questions of a structural nature arose at the 
outset: How to insure the accomplishment of an entire process resulting from 
the management of the supply of nationalized housing, wherein, besides the 

mere collection of rent, there is a whole conflict involving the payment of 
board and even indemnification, the rational distribution of dwellings and 
provision for their maintenance? 


in view of the lack of cadres besetting the country, all these tasks, which 
were not very clearcut at the start, have been turned over to a group of of- 
ficials, some of whom already had some experience gained in private property 
firms, but the majority of whom were recruited at random, without the slight- 
est understanding of the problems posed in the sector. 


This was how the APIE came into existence, growing gradually until it became 
a colossus, bulky outside but hollow within. Im fact, the APIE did not have a 
single economist or architect, nor any other type of higher-level cadre capa- 
ble of having a perspective on the size and organization of a state enterprise 
assigned to housing problems dealt with in proper scientific and technical 
terms; because the responsible ministry's National Housing Directorate is con- 
cerned only with the area related to construction. 


In this way, the APIE, in addition to the politico-ideological traits which 
marked the activity of its heads, branched out in an unruly fashion and cre- 
ated a group of luxurious departments which in no way related to the volume 
and quality of the work accomplished, and ended up diluting all its action in 
them. 
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Meanwhile, and with ite officials, from the top management down (with a few 
honorable exceptions) "feasting" on the “privilege” of being associated with 
the APIE, in the maintenance sector as well, the construction materiale have 
been brazenly stolen and sold to private individuals. Many of the workers in 
this sector have solicited and done odd jobs during the time when they were 
supposed to be working for the APIE. It is the downfall of a "monster with 
feet of clay." 


Replacement Entity

process of being abolished, to make room for a new entity of the state appa- 
ratus sized only to deal with matters related to the management of state lands 
and property. 


In connection with this action, which is part of the political and organiza- 
tional offensive that is under way in the country, the Maintenance Department 
will undergo thorough changes, in the course of which the present and future 
structure of the administration of state lands and property will be completely 
dismantled, and it will come into being as the State Maintenance Enterprise.

SWEDISH COOPERATION--A Swedish delegation returned to its country yesterday 
after a 5-day visit to Maputo, during which it met with high officials of 
our government to study forms of cooperation between Sweden and the People's 
Republic of Mozambique [RPM], specifically between companies. The Swedish 
delegation was led by Axel Wallen, president of EKN (Insurance and Credit 
Company of Sweden), and also included Sven Oehlund, director general of 
SWEDFUND (Foundation for Support to Developing Countries). In Maputo, the 
delegation was received by Marcelino dos Santos, member of the Permanent 
Political Committee of the FRELIMO Party Central Committee and Mozambique's 
minister of planning, with whom it conversed at some length. During its 
stay in our country, the delegation met with directors of the Bank of 
Mozambique and high officials of the Ministries of Foreign Trade and Industry 
and Energy.

[Text] After the international conference on Namibia which took place in 
Geneva in 1979 Sam Nujoma, president of the South-West Africa People's 
Organization (SWAPO), stressed the determination of the Namibian people 

in their struggle to achieve total and immediate liberation from the yoke 
of the South African neocolonialism that had deprived them of their lawful 
right to self-determination and independence. Sam Nujoma pointed out that 
the purpose of the West is to preserve ite influence in South Africa as 
well as to oppose the economic sanctions against the racist Pretoria govern- 
ment. He sharply criticized the efforts of the United States, England, 

the Federal Republic of Germany, France and Canada, to weaken the influence 
of the Namibian liberation and independence movement. 


Sam Nujoma was born 12 May 1926 in Ongandiera. He graduated from San Barnaba 
school in Windhoek, the Namibian administrative center. He worked at 

firet for the state railroads and later became a district functionary. 

During that period of his life Sam Nujoma experienced the injustices 
inflicted upon his people and he himself was constantly humiliated by 

his employers. Thus, he came to the conclusion that a political organi- 
zation was indeed necessary for uniting the Namibian people in their 

struggle against the racist oppressorts. 


On 19 April 1960 Sam Numoma, together with Herman Toivo ia Toivo, laid the 
foundation of SWAPO and became its president. Because of his active 
organizational and propaganda work Sam Nujoma succeeded in a short period 
of time in spreading the influence of the organization throughout the 
entire country. 


Sam Nujoma was awarded in Sofia the Joliot Curie gold medal for peace by 
the Presidium of the World Council of Peace on behalf of the progressive 
forces in appreciation of the SWAPO activity.

[Excerpts] The Constitution Drafting Committee and the Constituent Assembly 
pr ‘sd for a presidential system of government. This was accepted by 
upreme Military Council which promulgated the Nigerian Constitution of 
1979 into law. After only six months of experimentation, it is becoming 
obvious to many that multi-partism is inconsistent with presidentialism. 


Multi-partism has proved to be very expensive politically, economically 

and sociologically. Politically, it gave impetus to five (5) sectoral 
arrangements, as defined by the areas controlled by the 5 registered poli- 
tical parties. Economically, it costs a lot to maintain 5 parties, each of 
which is anxious to retain power in the states that they respectively control 
and to expand further into new frontiers. 


Sociology, it expresses itself through ethnic solidarities, tribal con- 
flicts, tin-god "leadership", and atavistic chicanery. In short, multi- 
partism in Nigeria is comparable to the Hobbesian state of nature where 
everyone is at war with everyone. 


Vice-President, Dr Alex Ekwueme was the first to state that a two-party 
system is desirable in Nigeria. Next, Chief Olu Akinfosile, National Chair- 
man of the NPP. The Speaker of the Federal House of Representatives, 
Honorable Edwin Ume-Ezeoke ancored. The General Secretary of the PRP, 

Mr Sam Ikoku, recently made the same demand and so on. Will Nigeria rise 

to this challenge?

[Text] To the extent that it is a strict constructionist interpretation of 
section 7 of the Constitution, we have no quarrel with the verdict of the 
Senate Committee on the Creation of States, that only requests from states 
with democratically elected local government councils will be entertained. 
The effect of that judgement is that thirteen of such requests have been 
literally thrown back, and the committee seems prepared to proceed with con- 
sidering the petitions from only two states, Kaduna and Cross River. 


Obviously the intention is that the suspended re vests will similarly be 
considered, if and when local government elections are conducted in the 
states from where they emanated. 


Perhaps, it is an accident that the current wave of agitations for new states 
started in Kaduna and Cross River states. But we fear the possibility of 
aspirants from other areas reading more than a sheer coincidence of con- 
formity with the rules by groups from only these two states. 


The issue of more states has several political implications. One of them 
and a very crucial one at that, is that political parties are interested in 
the relative advantage they stand to gain in the number and anticipated poli- 
tical bents of the new states. 


It so happens however that the basic reason why there is any problem at the 
moment is that some state governors are simply not as bothered by that 
larger essence as by their own narrow and personal conveniences. They would 
rather have more extensive areas to control than permit any slicing from 
their present domains. Armed with the requirements of section 7 they may 

in fact have deliberately delayed on ordering local government elections. 


In which case, the Senate committee ruling is to them a most welcome develop- 
ment and an inspiration if possible never to get done with their hand-picked 


management committees. 


The Constitution provides for a three-tier government and it is undesirable 
that a realization of that object ive be made subject to the whims of any 
part of the whole. 


A law specifying the period beyond which there cannot be any substitute for 

a democratically elected local government council is most pressing need, which 
the National Assemb], should immediately set thinking about. Until there is 
such a law, and indeed until it has been ensured that every existing local 
council is properly constituted, all the 15 requests for states so far 
received, should have the same status in the "KEEP IN VIEW" file. It's the 
only way to be fair to everybody.

OAU PRINCIPLE OF NONINTERFERENCE OUTDATED

[Text] The Foreign Minister, Professor Ishaya Audu, stated the case 
accurately enough when he declared that the Organization of African Unity 
is not in the business of passing condemnatory resolutions against member 
governments in the matter of fundamental human rights. 


He had apparently been under some pressure, as current chairman of the OAU 
ministerial conference now holding in Lagos, to support a formal statement 
against the recent killings in Liberia. 


As an official interpreter of the OAU charter, the foreign minister had no 
choice, but to state the charter's provisions as they presently stand. But 
it is precisely these provisions which, when considered in the light of the 
tragic events in Liberia, now seem both callous and out of date. 


We do find the execution of President Tolbert and most of his ministers 
outrageous. And, we certainly do judge it an offensive impertinence that 

a group of Liberian soldiers should so arrogantly be wanting to be the 
self-appointed redeemers of the Liberian people. But there is a truly tragic 
sense in which the OAU and its member states and governments can indeed be 
held responsible for the bestial travesty of justice now being perpetrated 

in Monrovia. 


The injunction against interference in the domestic affairs of member states 
was a tactical and provisional one, undertaken when African states were 
both young and fragile. It was useful, when national boundaries were much 
more fluid and when ethnic nationalities, existing across the boundaries of 
states, were simply unaccustomed to such artificial cordons. 


But African states are, in the majn, maturer now. Respect tcc national 
boundaries has become a more sett¥ed principle in the continent. And only 
few states, like Morocco and Somajia, still persist in the search for 
more expansive boundaries. \. 











The injunction against interference ought therefore, to have been modified 
a long time ago. But because it was not, the last decade was replete with 
the history of State tyranny. Individual rights and freedoms were swept 
aside by capricious rulers, who brutalized their peoples with impunity, in 
part because the OAU itself would not speak out against them. 


That ie why the OAU cannot now openly condemn the demonstrably retrograde 
action of a section of the Liberian Army. That is why, it cannot now be 

too openly outraged by President Tolbert's execution, without seeming either 
indifferent to the rights of the ordinary African or plainly hypocritical. 


It ie indeed necessary to mourn the manner of President Tolbert's death. 
But Africa cannot in good faith do so without also mourning the death of 
others who have been the unsung victims of state tyranny.

POLICY ON FOREIGN LOANS TO STATES CLARIFIED

[Text] State governments are still barred from raising foreign loans on 
their own. 


The guidelines to state governments on external borrowing mentioned by 
President Shehu Shagari in his budget speech to the National Assembly does 
not mean that they can now go aborrowing abroad. 


This clarification was given by the Minister of State in the Ministry of 
Finance, Mr Adeniola Thomas, at an interview with the New Nigerian in 


Lagos yesterday. 


He said it was wrong to interprete the president's statement as allowing 
state governments to borrow from abroad. 


President Shagari in his budget address to the Assembly, had said that if 
the recurrent budget of 3,700 billion Naira was financed from the govern- 
ments retained revenue of 9.040 billion Naira there would be only 5.340 
billion Naira recurrent surplus to finance the capital budget of 7.623 bil- 
lion Naira. 


"We are thus left wi h a recurrent gap or deficit of 2.83 billion Naira," he 
had remarked. 


The president had also explained that he proposed bridging the resources 
gap among other measures by external loans to finance some specific projects. 


He had disclosed that his government was revising the guidelines to state 
governments on external borrowing, adding that before these were finalized 
they would be discussed at the National Economic Council. 


Different interpretations have since then been given to the president's 
speech on external borrowing. 
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The Director-General of the Nigerian Institute of International Affairs, 

Dr Bolaji Akinyemi was reported as wondering why the Federal Government 
should delegate powers to borrow abroad to state governments without amend- 
ing the constitution. 


He was reported as pointing out that this aspect of the constitution fell 
within the exclusive list and that giving such powers to state governments 
was creating room for possible confrontation between the federal and state 
governments. 


In the constitution ‘borrowing of money within or outside Nigeria for the 
purpose of the federation or of any state’ is item six on the exclusive 
legislative list. 


The exclusive legislative list specifies items on which the states cannot 
make law. 


But the minister of state explained that what the president's statement on 
external borrowing meant was that procedural guidelines would be introduced 
by the Federal Government which the state governments must fulfill before 
they could be considered for raising loans from abroad. 


The guidelines would be submitted to the National Economic Council for con- 
sideration and approval, he said. 


The minister emphasized that the president did not say that state govern- 
ments could raise foreign loans on their own.

AWOLOWO URGES LONG-TERM PLANNING TO REPLACE OIL REVENUE 
Ikeja THE PUNCH in English 29 Apr 80 p 16 


[Text] Chief Obafemi Awolowo, leader of the Unity Party yesterday predicted 
an ominous economic future for the country unless something drastic is done-- 
immediately. 


To this end, he made a passionate plea to President Shehu Shagari to dis- 
engage himself from what he described as the “accursed heritage” of former 
Head of State, General Olusegun Obasanjo. 


Chief Awolowo said of the President, “he is unable to identify and compre- 
hend the scope and extent of our pressing national problems, and to initiate 
effective steps for their solution." 


"Above all, he is obtusely unresponsive to adverse public reactions to his 
doings, and appears to take delight in persisting in folly," the UPN leader 
asserted. 


Addressing a press conference in Lagos, he said that General Obasanjo, on his 
departure from office "left our dear country completely prostate." 


"Nonetheless, but for petroleum which is nature's unaided bounty, Nigeria 
would have become economically moribund by the time Obasanjo handed the staff 
of office to Shagari," Chief Awolowo said. 


The UPN leader then warned that since oil--the major revenue of the nation-- 
would be exhausted by the year 2001, according to experts, concerted 

efforts should be made to ensure that "the revenue derived from oil produc- 
tion contribute to overall national development so that dependence on this 
single resource can be reduced as quickly as possible." 


Chief Awolowo contended that it was sefer that the country should therefore 
plan towards this forecast than to be caught unawares. 


"The tasks in hand at home require almost 24 hours a day, and demand that 
all hands should be on deck, and the captain permanently on the bridge. 
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Chief Awolowo then enumerated those matters and gave their possible solutions. 


He said loan agreements already signed amounted to N2.035 billion adding 
that although there was nothing anyone could do about that, yet “Alhaji 
Shehu is perfectly entitled to have a close look at the contract prices 
involved, with a view to cutting our loss." 


The UPN leader disclosed that loan agreement already negotiated and about 
to be signed amounted to N3.31 million. 


He therefore suggested that the agreement should not be signed adding: "If 


they had been executed, then the projects or their contract prices should 
be reviewed.

NEW TOWNS IN RIVERS--The Rivers State Government is to develop six towns in 
the state to check population drift into Port-Harcourt. This was disclosed 
to commissioners responsible for Housing and Environment at their three-day

Eke. Prince Eke said that each of the six towns, when established, would 
inhabit more than 10,000 people.

state. He said each of the areas would be allocated 350 units when the 
scheme was completed. Prince Eke appealed to the Federal Government to

DOCKWORKERS STRIKE SETTLEMENT--Normal operations are expected to resume today 
at both the Apapa Quays and the Tin Can Island Port, Lagos following the 
settlement of an industrial dispute which has kept hundreds of ships stranded 
since last Monday. An agreement to this effect was signed last Friday 

night by officials representing the Nigerian Ports Authority (NPA) manage- 
ment, and representatives of the NPA Workers Union (NPAWU), at a round table 
meeting in the Permanent Secretary's office, federal Ministry of Transport, 
Lagos. A competent source close to the Federal Ministry of Transport, dis- 
closed that crucial issues were resolved, while those unresolved would be 
discussed at a future meeting. The source revealed that details of the 
agreement indicated in part: That the NPA management would consult with 

That no 
worker shall be victimized because of the industrial action. That workers 
shall have full pay for the period covering the strike. That the hired 
Tug-boats shall be retained in the meantime, in view of their indispen- 
sability, pending the repairing of the three defective NPA Tugs, notably-- 
"George Ohikere," "Bukumi" and "Ikwere". It would be recalled that the 
dockyard workers at the quays downed tools last Monday in protest against 

the alleged engagement of the Egyptian crew operating the three controversial 
tugs hired by the NPA from DIMEX Corporation of Geneva, Switzerland.

As for Robert Mugabe, history has already taken hold of him. We wager 

that the speakrine (white woman), who on the night of the elections announced 
the victory of “comrade Mugabe" either out of perfidy or because the 

word "mister" would have burned her lips, has already changed her language. 


Yes, South Africa will change. It has already announced that it is changing... 
a little. Everyone is ready to give it the benefit of the doubt, and 

Mugabe is playing the game by announcing a desire for commercial and 
diplomatic relations with South Africa. Such realism will surprise some 

while causing rejoicing among those who favor dialog. All of that is well 

and good; and we salute "Mr Mugabe," an intelligent man. However, intelli- 
gence is not enough to win popular battles. Finally, what will be the 

role of the black people? That is the anguishing question to which no 

one can expect an immediate answer. 


White alliance, yes, but if that means cutting ourselves off from progres- 
sive Africa, then Mr Mugabe, from whom Moscow is already keeping away, 
is in danger of being quite alone.

SAUDI FUND LOAN FOR UNIVERSITY CONSTRUCTION 
Mogadishu HEEGAN in English 25 Apr 80 p 2 


[Text] Mogadishu, Thursday--The Somali Democratic Republic and the Saudi 
Fund for Development (SFD) signed here on Tuesday a loan agreement of 35,3 
Million Saudi Riyals for financing a National University project. The 
project consists of building student hostels, a stadium, a conference hall, 
electricity and sewage network and intercampus roads. 


The total cost of the project is estimated at 160 million Somali Shillings 
(25.8 million dollars) to be jointly financed by the European Development 
Fund and the Saudi Development Fund. , 


The project will be executed by the Ministry of Public Works and is expected 
to be completed by December 1981. 


The loan agreement was signed on behalf of the SDR by Jaale Ali Hussein 
Abdullahi, the Assistant Minister of Finance and on behalf of the SFD by 
H.E. Osama Jafar Faqiuh, Director of Capital Administration Development. 


Present on the occasion were also the Saudi Ambassador to Somalia H.E. Taha 
Al-Dugheyta and officials from the Ministry of Finance and the National 
University. 


By signing this agreement the total sum of loans extended by the SFD to 
Somalia amounts to 289.3 million Saudi Riyals. The later loan marking the 
second was preceded by an earlier 254 million Saudi Riyals to finance the 


Juba Sugar Project. 


The signing of this agreement is a clear indication of the close bonds and 
fruitful cooperation between Somalia and Saudi Arabia. It further shows a 
keen desire of the Royal Saudi Government to foster sincere efforts of the 
SDR's Government to achieve development and welfare for its people.--HEEGAN.

MOUNTING WAVE OF SOCIALIST PRESS PROPAGANDA GOES UNREAD

(Text) For quite some time now prominent people, including editors in this 
country, have been bombarded with magazines, bulletins, newspapers and other 
propaganda paraphernalia from some countries who call themselves Socialiste. 


An article in one of these publications says that "Ethiopia, Cuba, Vietnam 
and Afghanistan have made tremendous achievements in all sectors of life in 
their respective countries despite the fact that they are constantly 
exposed to all kinds of obstacles by imperialists and reactionary elements." 


Let us be frank; there is nothing surprising about this avalanche of propa- 
ganda material. Ever since the eastern bloc countries and Cuba got them- 
selves entangled in those countries their aim was to attack their neighbour- 
ing countries with ever newer propaganda material, no matter whether the 
recipients read them or not. The point and the purpose is always the same-- 
to boast the achievements of their protege, Mengistu Haile Mariam. 


We very much doubt that they are read by anybody in this country and probably 
fine their way into the shopkeeper in the corner! 


What is surprising, however, is the vogueish terms of classifying peoples in 
the Third World as “good guys" and "bad guys." 


Praising Mengistu to the sky, who settled himself in a bunker as the Niga- 
raguan dictator, Somoza did in the last days of his rule, these publications 
try to deceive their readers by comdenming what they call “reactionary 
elements." 


What the authors of these publications deliberately omit to mention, 


however, is the armed struggle against the junta in Addis Ababa by the 
various liberation movements which is gathering momentum day by day. 
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They never, of course, mention all the repressive lawa and police machinery 
of violence and terror as well as the hundreds of thousands of people still 
languishing in the junta's notorious concentration camps acattered througho.t 
Ethiopia. 


Anyone who is well versed in the Horn of Africa politics knows very well that 
the “reactionary elements" they are talking about are the Eritreans, the 
Western Somalis, the Abbo and the people of Tigre who are fighting for their 
independence from the Addis colonial regime. And the "Achievements" made by 
Ethiopia, Cuba, Afghanistan and Vietnam are nothing but the Russian bombe, 
tanke and poison gas used to wipe out immocent peoples in those unfortunate

POSSIBILITIES OF REVOLUTION, PEACEFUL PREVENTION DISCUSSED

[Article by Bert Ferreira: “Armed Force Is not a Final Guarantee" | 


[Text] The South African military striking force can be a deterrant against 
unrest, however, it does not offer a definite guarantee, according to a 
spectal report on revolution by the South African Foundation. 


The report says that the answer is perhaps to be found in social, economic 
and politteal factors. 


The most recent events indicate that South Africa is possibly entering the 
era of selective urban terrorism which may or may not lead to a revolution. 


Should such a cevolutton take place te will run out {ts course only when the 
whites no longer cule the country or socialism becomes entrenched in both 
whites and blacks, or if the Soviets and some of their satellites withdraw 
from Africa. 


Since none of these three prerequisites will materialize in the near future, 
the motives for this sort of revolution will probably continue to be there, 
according to the report. 


The question is whether these motives will be sufficient to lead South Africa 
into an inevitable widespread revolution supported by the black masses. 


There are three variables in the issue: Will the blacks become more radical? 
Will their demands for a redistribution of wealth be satisfied and will ex- 
pectations be satisfied? What effects will internal reforms have on the 
foregoing considerations? 


lf these reforms create interracial class solidarity then this could prevent 
the outbreak of a revolution. If this will polarize white reactionaries 
and black radicals then a racial war would be unavoidable. 
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Sttll another question ts whether the liberalization of apartheld may be 
reyarded as weakness of the whites and end up encouraging the blacks to 
orysanive more actively for the dectsatve final struggle. 


Anuwers to these quest tons are not avallable, but nevertheless the oplaton 
in that perhaps the blacks will be lesa radical co the extent that they see 
retorms, 


However, the emphasis is falling on the word "perception" and not necessarily 
on reality. The outbreak of violence may be unavoidable if the expectations 
of the blacks are not met. Two opinion polls have recently indicated that 
blacks belleve that changes are for the good. One of these was the Markinor 
poll and this indicated that the leadership of P. W. Botha was being given 
high points by a majority of blacks. 


A second opinion poll, that of Professor Simpson of the University of Cape- 
town, brought to light that although blacks want changes and equal opportun- 
ities they reject violence and revolution. 


Reforms should therefore satisfy expectations. But this is causing an un- 
predictable situation since expectations and perceptions are unrational and 
subjective concepts, 


The matin perception remains that of power and wealth. The present reforms 
cnvisage a redistribution of both. The question is whether the processes 
will take place fast enough to keep in step with the tide of increasing 
expectat lons. 


Another factor is the measure of foreign support available for revolution 
in Africa. If this is really present then in this latter instance the 
military factor must certainly play a role.

EQUAL RIGHTS, FREEDOMS IN TERRITORIES SAYS NATIONALIST PARTY 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 17 Apr 80 p 8 


[Text] If the Nationalist Party must demolish and rebuild certain of its 
structures with an eye to the seething present and the possible stormy 
future it must show the courage to do s0, according to Piet Marais (Nation- 
alist Party Representative for Mooresburg) in the course of the budget debate 
in parliament. He stated that the Nationalist Party is undergoing compre- 
hensive and often painful changes in the key points of the policy it follows. 


Vause Raw, the leader of the National Republican Party, interjected by say- 
ing: "But Andries [Treuernicht] will not allow that." 


Thereupon Marais stated: "We are doing this anyway," and then went on to 


add: 


"Under the Botha administration the government is in the process of doing re- 
connoitering work the likes of which has not been equaled by anything since 
1910. 


"The Nationalist Party is working on a new political scheme for all nonolacks 
and it is convinced that only a formula which has as its goal equal rights 
and equal freedoms will be able to meet the demands of the time. 


"The Nationalist Party is the foremost exponent of freedom and it has em- 
barked on the revolutionary change of separate territorial freedoms. With 
respect to the Western Cape Province and white and colored relations it is 
ready to admit that there are difficult situations, but there is a movement 
in the right direction and a vein of goodwill has been broached." 


On the other hand, he can say that the bombastic attitude of Labor Party 
members in disregarding goodwill in exchange for black power is a stupid 
and clumsy policy. The coloreds will expel the Reverend Alan Hendrikse 
as the Idi Amin of South Africa politics. 


Marais stated that the future of the coloreds is the future of the whites. 


Those who would deny this are just as stupid as those who proclaim white 
domination and mastery on the one hand and black predominance on the other. 
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Under the present Botha administration he sees new light in inter linking 
South Africa's nonblack groups into a political scheme. 


With respect to consolidation of homelands, he stated that Dr H. F. Verwoerd 
and P. W. Botha represent the fearless bearers of the formula of separate 
territorial freedoms. People and land represent the two sides of the same 
coin. Regions must be properly defined and where frontiers have normally 

been drawn by wars, the Nationalist Party is now doing this peaceably and 

with justice. The creation of fatherlands as a basis for giving expression 

to nationalism is a necessary thing. If this is not done the alternative 

will be black majority government, or concealed mastery, and this is dangerous. 
The problem of freedom with which South Africa is wrestling is being attacked 
in three ways by Botha's administration: 


Linking together nonblack groups into a single political scheme. 


Drawing clear frontiers for the various national states. Awarding Mafeking 
to Bophuthatzwana is one example of this. When 2 years ago it pleaded that 
Mafeking be incorporated into Bophuthatzwana the Nationalist Party put itself 
into a difficult situation, but today it is able to say so. 


A constallation of countries will be formed and the urban blacks will be 
skillfully involved in this. 


One thing is worrying him and that is black numbers. Greater Western Cape 
is the habitat of nonblack groups and if the Western Cape wants to resist 
black encroachment, then why not? This has always been the heart of the 
nonblack region and the habitat of the new scheme for the nonblack groups. 


In South Africa, work must be undertaken for a greater Western Cape in which 


the scheme for the nonblacks is not going to be based on a majority of 
blacks in that region.

HOPE OF ECONOMIC ADVANTAGES COUNTERS POLITICAL DEFEATS IN AFRICA

[Text] A new Southern Africa is about to evolve. In some respects, this 
may be a Southern Africa which may not be tasteful to us. At the same 
time, this may also be a Southern Africa which actually holds great advan- 
tages for us--if we just open our eyes to this. 


The new scheme in Southern Africa is of course the immediate product of the 
victory of radical black nationalism in Rhodesia. Mugabe, the victor, stands 
out as the symbol of new black vigor against which white power would be on 
the decline. Moreover, there are many people who are much too willing to 
interpret the Rhodesian shift of power as an irresistable black wave which 
must of necessity spill over South Africa. 


"The white man is no longer the boss," so they say, “or at least he will not 


be the boss when tomorrow comes." 


Actually it is true that, after the fall of the Smith-Muzorewa Government 
in Salisbury, the perspective of our relative power has changed. It seems 
as though it has diminished. We are sensing *his and therefore the new 
setup is distasteful to us. 


But what has really happened is that our power of influence has been handi- 
capped in a special sphere and at a special level. The Smith government in 
Rhodesia, and the subsequent government as well, had fallen directly within 
our sphere of influence, and as we were accustomed to viewing things, this 
was a turn in our favor and suited us admirably. 


The existence of this regime kept the pressure far away from our own borders. 
Polarization 

Moreover, both we and our enemies have looked upon our attachment to the 
former government of Salisbury in the light of ideological polarization-- 


the polarization of left against right, black against white and, in a Marx- 
ist sense also, of poor against rich 
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The fact that “our side" has lost that governemnt from our sphere of influ- 
ence and from the rightists and the rich whites is now being criticized in 
this same ideological sense even by many of our own people and this ts making 
them rather uneasy. 


The sad part is that we, who should have known better, in many respects have 
also been dragged along by this thought of polarization. Thus in the case of 
Rhodesia (by way of extension) we felt that it is a matter of "we against 
them," namely, whites against blacks. It is we Westerners against the com- 
munists...with all the attending emotionalism. 


At the same time we have glossed over the fact that we have gotten over the 
proclaimed Marxist government in Mozambique very well, that this affair 

has not cost us anything and that, to be sure, this has even been beneficial 
to USeses 


Because it is emotionally charged, we do not wish to work out this two-way 
situation for ourselves in an orderly manner. 


However, it may be we proceeded to regard the Mugabe victory in Rhodesia as 
a great reversal..."and now there are horses." 





On the contrary, I am of the opinion that the transition to the north of us 
(though it may appear as a sudden reversal) actually holds a great oppor- 
tunity for us...if we play it right. 


Deliverance 


Actually this should mean a special deliverance for us, a deliverance from 
our ideologically bound opinions of things as they are in our continent. 
Thus if it is possible to brush away this ideological haze and forge ahead 
toward truth and practical thinking then this should naturally entail ad- 
vantages for us. 


In this respect I want to bring up a few points: 


It is not necessarily true that an Africa movement which was once ideologi- 
cally tinted will maintain that ideology forever. In Africa, nationalism is 
essentially nationbound and also Africabound. We have seen this in our own 
Afrikaner nationalism which is a certain extent has also been ideologically 
tinted; but already we are now noting signs of shifting away from ideology 
in the new Salisbury government and in Maputo. 


Even if a black government happens to be ideologically tinted we can still 
do business with it. This ensues from the simple fact of South Africa's 
economic and technological power. The countries of Southern Africa are 
simply dependent on the South African economic giant ot a very great extent. 
By doing business together, the door will be kept open for later discussions 
and understandings on a political level. 
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We must not think that people wh are moved to take up arms and fight for 
their freedom will necessarily always hate those who fought against them, 

To be sure it is a paradox of military experience that people who have fought 
bravely have turned out to be surprisingly willing to collaborate with their 
erstwhile enemles after the war was over because of the mere fact that war 
has evoked mutual respect. 


We must not be so quick to look for parallels among the regions of Southern 
Africa...this is also a part of the idea of polarization with regard to our 
own affairs. Parallels can often produce opinions and be instructive, but 
one should view people in their specific circumstances and with an eye on 
their specific history and outlooks. Therefore Rhodesia is not necessarily 
the same as Southwest Africa and Southwest Africa is not South Africa. 


SWAPO 


This brings me right down to the most recent developments regarding the 
Southwest Africa settlement. There one notes a very important sign of our 
new departure from our old ideological and polarization versed opinions. 


Up until recently we have never wanted to do business with SWAPO because: 
"It was born in sin and communism." This is probably very true; moreover, 
at that time our power ir the international sphere was such that we could 
quite well afford not )o\e anything to do with SWAPO. This was also a 
part of our negotiatin. strategy. 


Now things are differen... io a great extent we are delivered from our ideo- 
logy and we are finding ourselves more and more set upon practical approaches 
and therefore we can think about talking with SWAPO directly. 


The great advantage of this deliverance is that we no longer consider our- 
selves as being pent up. This gives us a new pliability and is opening up 
new fields. With our powerful inherent strength (especially in relation 

to that of our neighbors) we can only find profit in this. .

OPPOSITION SEES SIGNS OF MUTUAL OBJECTIVES, DIFFERENCES

(Interview with Opposition Leader Slabbert by Anna Marie-Mischke; date and 
place not given] 


[Text] In the past 18 months South Africa has gotten a new prime minister 
and a new opposition leader. Both differ considerably from thei: predeces- 
sors with respect to style and approach. The question may well be asked as 
to whether the Nationalist Party and the Federal Progressive Party still 
have the same type of relationship with respect to each other, say as of 2 
years ago. An interview with opposition leader Dr Van Zyl Slabbert reveals 
two fundamental differences, but also a new modus operandi in opposition 
politics. 


"The political honeymoon is over!" So stated front- and back-benchers on 
opposite sides of Parliament 3 weeks ago when hard words were exchanged 
between the prime minister and the leader of the opposition. 


This was at the time of the hasty debate about the armed forces document 
which would have proposed a special strategy for defusing the opposition's 
attack during the debate over defense. 


On that day, just as certain that the air was charged with much more than 
normal electricity there was no doubt that it was going to happen again: 

P. W. Botha and Dr Van Zyl Slabbert remained each other's greatest political 
opponents. They continue to represent two parties essentially at odds with 
each other and the political game, which also happens to be a gamble for 
power, requires that there be no gentle procedures by one or the other. 


On the other hand, during the past 18 months, many things have changed in 
South African politics and most of them have ensued from Botha's actions. 


Discrimination 


Dr Slabbert, therefore, alluded to this as the reason why he thinks that 
now there could be a fruitful debate between government and opposition: 
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"Since Mr Botha became prime minister he has made several statements indi- 
cating that he wants to regard the Nationalist Party ae the party of reform. 
This has simply opened up new possibilities for the opposition. 


"If the prime minister is now saying that he wante to move away from die- 
crimination, then we have a common objective aa far as thie ie concerned. 

It is no longer a matter of whether discrimination must be abandoned, it is 
4 matter of how this must be done and this may bring about a much more fruit- 
ful debate than has been the case ao far," ao he stated. 


However, if, on the one hand, he sees greater possibilities for a constructive 
approach by the opposition with reapect to Botha's approach in the social and 
economic fields, at the same time, Dr Slabbert has no doubts that fundamentally 
nothing has changed. 


He says that the difference in the situation now and the situation of 2 years 
ago lies rather in the constructive debate possibilities than in essential 
changes in the parties positions with respect to each other. The pointe of 
differences remain profound and of the greatest importance. 


Without any doubt the most important of these differences is the one dealing 
with the constitution. Dr Slabbert said that in the economic domain he and 
his party could support government actions when the black trade unions were 
put into effect, there were better organization of black lator and the 
practice of job reservations were abolished. 


This is not to say that the Federal Progressive Party is goi. to resolve 

the relative problems in this manner (and actually this is nvc regarded as 
the best solution by that party), but this does not mean that the Federal 
Progressive Party is not going to recognize positive moves such as these. 

The same goes for other things such as the efforts to resolve certain housing 
problems such as those in Alexandra and in Kruispad. 


"But while you ponder these social and economic changes it is imperative to 
look into their political consequences and to get the people involved to 
help you in resolving the constitutional question,” says Dr Slabbert. 


This is the point where there is 4 parting of the ways between the govern- 
mat and the official opposition. 


Convent ion 


Ulcimately, before the dangers of majority government (implied in the Federal 
Progressive Party's policy as some critics see it) is thrashed out and before 
it is possible to scrutinize the Federal Progressive Party's plans for a 
federation, the party's view of the national convention is one in which a 
discussion between the representatives of the two parties will bog down 
forever. 
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"Negotiations, not consultations,” has become the motto of the Federal Pro- 
gressive party. 


hut the government's resistance has become just as well known. The surrender 
of sovereignty cannot be expected from any government nor ia the sitting at 
a conference table for drafting a conatitutton, 


The conaultation structure on which the government ie now so hard at work, 
and which it is keeping in constant touch with the black people, is not 
aufficient for Dr Slabbert. 


Too Little and too late, he says, because although he uses fewer cliches 
than most other politicians he cannot escape political verbage completely. 


He etated: “It does not matter what the nature of the national convention 

is going to be, however, I do not have a moment's doubt that it will take 
place. At the same time I must warn that there will not be any constitutional 
solution as long as the motion is adopted that black people must abandon 

their South African citizenship." 


Continuous accusations that such a convention would lead to nothing more 

than a so-called “caretaker government" were brushed off as misrepresentations 
by Dr Slabbert, adding that in such a constitutional consultation "nobody 
would be surrendering his sovereignty." 


One question keeps coming up persistently before him: How relevant is the 
official opposition? Does the essential discourse not perhaps rest with 
the great majority party which makes up the government? Or is it between 
white and black? 


Dr Slabbert commented: “I have often stated that we have to do with a re- 
orientation in white politice--in the opposition and in the Nationalist Party. 
There are tensions ready to be released within the Nationalist Party. The 
possibility of peaceful change is coupled directly with such events. The 
question is: What measures can the prime minister still take to steer matters 
in a more favorable direction and at the same time have his own people go 
along with him?" 


As for the situation within his own party, Dr Slabbert and his party personnel 
are uronimous in seeing signs of interest in the party--interestingly enough, 
even in rural districts. 


As he recalls, there were 600 people at a gathering he held at Pietersburg 
and the estimation is that half of them were Nationalists, plus a good hand- 
ful of Hetzog followers along with them. 


He did not try to pretend that those people are converts to his party; how- 
ever, it is easier to speak to them honestly and candidly than it was in 
the old days. The Nationalist-South African Party politics belong to the 
past and this is conducive to political discussions. 
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The opposition leader did not evade the difficult question about the fuse 
made about him ae a person from the time of hie firat election contest up 
until today (and today much more than then).

ECONOMY SAID TO BE UNDERGOING CRITICAL PHASE 
Paris LE MONDE in French 2 Apr 80 p 7

Regions") 


[Text] Nairobi--The Tanzanian economy is going through a critical phase. 
Self-sufficiency in food, a priority objective of the government, has never 
seemed so far away as in thie spring of 1980. Faced by imminent, serious 
cereal shortages, President Nyerere resolved to launch an SOS in the direction 
of the Western world, whose emergency aid by itself would make it possible 

to prevent the emergence of a famine situation in several regions of Tanzania. 


This food shortage has many causes. Drought and excessive floods combined 

to reduce agricultural production. Because of this, the authorities in Dar 
es Salaam overestimated the crop yield. An example: the cornfields this year 
provided only 165,000 tons of grain instead of the 200,000 envisaged. Now, 
sembe, the Tanzanians' daily food, is a corn-based dish. To meet ite needs, 
Tanzania will have to import, in the next 3 months, 50,000 tons of corn, 
20,000 tons of wheat and 70,000 tons of rice. The crops of less noble 
agricultural products--sorghum, millet or manioc--are also insufficient. 


Tanzania had already experienced a food shortage in 1973-1974, due to a severe 
drought. The authorities had met this at the time by dipping into their 
currency reserves. Today, such a recourse is impossible because the Treasury 
coffers are empty. The war fought by the Tanzanian Army in Ugenda last 

year cost the state nearly 2 billion france, equivalent to the whole of the 
annual export receipts. My Nyerere admitted that a period of 18 months would 
be necessary to “absorb” this financial burden. Again it is a question of an 
optimistic prediction. 


Tanzania, which is one of the 15 poorest countries on the planet, has suffered 
terribly from the rise in oil costs. It devotes 45 percent of its export 
receipts to payment of ite crude. And however, thanks to severe restriction 
measures, Tanzanians are consuming less oil than in 1972. "We cannot say that 
a country is developing when it uses less and less oil," President Nyerere said 
one day, not without bitterness. But Tanzania pays nine times as much for 
these precious barrels of “black gold" (800,000 tons per year) than it did 7 
years ago. The consequence: the budget deficit is reaching 13 percent of 

the gross national product. 
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It seems too much to evoke the specter of famine with regard to Tanzania. 
However, according to missionaries’ reports, malnutrition is causing havoc, 
particularly in the center provinces, 


To attend to the most urgent things first, the government has taken some 
limited measures. It canceled the export of 35,000 tons of corn intended 

for Zambia. An Italian freighter, which came to pick up a cargo of 5,000 
tone of manioc, left with ite holds empty. But it is foreign assistance 

that will limit the damage. The Tanzanian minister of agriculture asked for 
assistance from the European Economic Community and from several Western 
countries: the United States, Canada, France, Italy, the Federal Republic of 
Germany and the Netherlands, Australia and Japan were also appealed to. 


The Tokyo government was the first to give a favorable reply. It will provide 
Tanzania with 30,000 tons of rice and 5,000 tons of wheat on very favorable 
terms. For their part, Canada and Australia will deliver wheat in the next 
3 months. The EEC countries’ representatives at Dar es Salaam last week 
evaluated, at the time of an informal meeting, Tanzania's cereal needs. An 
American loan will make it possible for Tanzania to buy rice. However, the 
most significant-—politically speaking--of the negotiations brought about by 
this food crisis were started with the World Bank. Its president, Mr Robert 
McNamara, at the time of a visit to Dar es Salaam in January, had offered 
Tanzania “a structural adjustment loan." Thanks to this aid formula, Mr 
Nyerere's government would receive in the next 5 years an annual sum of $53 
million. 


The financial terms agreed to are very "soft." What is involved is a 50-year 
loan without interest, matched with a 10-year grace period. The agreement 

in principle would be signed only next September, after the Tanzanian minister 
of finance had submitted to the World Bank a program for economic recovery 
meeting the financial criteria of the international organization. In November, 
President Nyerere had broken off negotiations with the International Monetary 
Pund, whose requirements he considered exorbitant. He had publicly qualified 
the IMF's interference in Tanzanian affairs as "strange and repugnant." 


Everything leads us to believe, this time, that the two parties will try to 
outline a compromise. Tanzania would subscribe to certain IMF conditions-- 

a reduction in public spending and an increase in interest rates. In return, 
the world experts would give up their demand for the devaluation of Tanzanian 
currency, all the more since the benefits of such a measure--a favorite theme 
of the IMF--are not oroven. Tanzania would thus have ready cash available, 
enabling it to give a boost to its economy and to reach more rapidly the self- 
sufficiency in food promised for 1982.

NATLON PLAGUED BY WLDESPREAD CORRUPTION

[Text] Upper Volta is shot through with corruption. This frankly merciless 
observation can perhaps be applied to most Third World countries, especially 
in Africa. But when made by the Upper Voltan chief of state in person, it 
becomes absolutely alarming, especially in a poor, landlocked Sahelian nation 
which is agonizing under the effects of inflation. And yet, it is a sad 
fact: “Corruption, the lure of easy profit, failure to respect the govern- 
ment and the mixing of business with politics done by certain officials are 
becoming the general rule." It was in these terms that the Upper Voltan 
president addressed Ministry of Finance officials last month. 


A few days later, the national commiesion in charge of administrative reform 
made the same observation after a year of work. In its report, it emphasized 
“the ever-increasing tendency to misuse funds in all sectors, without any 
misgivings,” and noted a "disconcerting casualness leading to a lack of 
profitability in public services." At the same time, it deplored "the lack 
of human resources and material means and an absence of authority which handi- 
caps the supervisory organs in their mission." 


The man in the street no longer raises his eyebrows at the Mercedes and other 
luxury automobiles, whose numbers are increasing in a blatant and horrifying 
way in a capital with narrow, dusty streets broken everywhere by potholes. 
Nor does he pay any attention to the fat villas cropping up like mushrooms 
in a universe of "have-nots" dominated by slab houses or buildings made of 
clay. With a pensive air, he finally murmurs: “And they say we are poor!" 
This reflection is perfectly in keeping with reality: Real estate specula- 
tion, financial malfeasance have become common. Although official laws pro- 
hibit their doing so, most government employees have plunged into "business" 
with an enthusiasm rivaling that of professionals in commerce and as a re- 
sult, the country has experienced a proliferation of private schools, small 
companies that are generally poorly managed, bars, restaurants and snack 
bars, all leading to a chronic absenteeism in government departments and 

the bankruptcy of some firms that had to close their doors, thereby reducing 
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a large number of workers to unemployment. The disorder that has taken root 
in the system is reaponsible to a great extent. The new Palace of Justice, 

juet like the Ouagadougou prison, has often watched the authors of misappro- 
priations of public funds file through its corridors, 


In the ranks of the presidential majority, which is generally attacked, 
there is no longer any concealment of concern over a "malady" that “is 
doing the republic a great deal of harm." General Lamizana's meeting with 
officials should be situated in this context, "It is high time to sound 

the alarm, the chief of state said in announcing the adoption of a series of 
measures for "the very near future." Shortly thereafter, the Cabinet passed 
a bill “regulating the profession of merchant," without any details and with 
references to the texts of previous laws. The battle will perhaps also be 
waged against real estate speculation and financial wrongdoing in which many 
officials are involved, but above all, against "the revolting casualness, 
absenteeism, the wearing away of hierarchical authority and inefficiency at 
all levels." 


Upper Voltans have difficulty understanding the extreme patience of the chief 
of state. He promised to head the country with “an iron hand in a velvet 
glove." Many are now wondering. Others speak of indifference on the part of 
the man who has himself recognized the gravity of the situation. In the 
street, the president is criticized for being "too generous" with those who 
daily ask him for favors. For the trade unions, “Lamizana and the others 
are the same." As for the opposition, it considers him to be the “hostage” 
of a majority that is actively planning its congress for the end of this 
month. Factions favorable to the president are the only ones to have ap- 
plauded his meeting with finance officials, a meeting that was more like a 
monolog in the course of which the chief of state endeavored to put his 
interlocutors on the stand as the accused. But the pill was a difficult one 
to get down, inasmuch as public opinion feels that the real people responsi- 
ble are elsewhere, in the government apparatus." — 


This did not prevent General Lamizana from calling for "a revolution in 
ways of thinking and the abandonment of certain selfish forms of conduct." 


"I am asking you to make this year the year of moral rearmament and respon- 
sibility,” he said. But is that enough and will he be heard?

PRESIDENT MOBUTU EXPRESSES VIEWS ON DEMOCRACY

(Text | Brussels -- "They may not approve of me, but they should understand 
me. The West is wrong in turning up its nose and accusing me of not being 
a real democrat." This was the statement made by the president of Zaire, 
during an address which he had been invited to make on Wednesday evening, 
12 March, at the large Catholic conference in Brussels. The king's brother, 
Prince Albert, and Princess Paola were present at the conference. 


The substance of what Mr Mobutu said is that nobody has the right to impose 
his brand of democracy on any other people but his own. The conception 
that some people have of democracy does not suit others and, moreover, “who 
could claim that his own democracy is the only real one?" "Zaire can see 
the end of the tunnel,” he continued, “and this is not the moment to jeo- 
pardize everything by following the advice of those dreamers who talk about 
liberalization, but would in fact impose a caricature of their own regime." 
"In Kinshasa," the speaker added,” the head of state is closer to his 
people than any other sovereign or president in the whole world. Opposition 
parties are useless. All Zairians can exercise their right of opposition 
within the single party, the Popular Movement of the Revolution. Thus, the 
president does not need to receive a lesson in democracy from anyone and 
especially not from abroad." 


As for international aid, General Mobutu considers that he is entitled to 
it without political conditions, and he accepts it “with full pride," be- 
cause the West needs his country, its riches and its strategic position. 
Speaking about human rights, the Zairian president noted that people did 
not worry about it much during the colonial era. In traditional African 
society, he said, the “absolute rights which man possesses through his very 
nature,” are not ignored.

He said the Prime Minister wished to see the country return to normality 
and for people to work together. Mr Mugabe appreciated that the Government 
would benefit from "a small voice of opposition." 


"There was no question of the UANC winding up and no pressure brought to 
bear on it by the present Government." 


On violence and intimidation in the urban areas, the Prime Minister told 
them this could not be attributed to one party. 


Mr Mazaiwana said Mr Mugabe blamed irresponsible youths for much of the 
trouble, It was not sponsored by ZANU/PF, the Prime Minister told him, 
and should not be thought of as coming from the hierarchy of the party. 
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Mr Mazaiwana said the UANC had previously sent to Mr Mugabe a document 
concerning rumours that the UANC had an army organised outside the country, 


"We told Mr Mugabe that this was untrue, we would not be involved with such 
an act, and if such an army was in existence it was hiding behind the UANC 
name," Mr Mazaiwana said, 


The meeting was a consequence of a congratulatory letter from the bishop to 
Mr Mugabe after the election.

The inquiry into those tragic events in which more than 500 people died 
found that racial discrimination bred hatred and discontent which contributed 
to the spirit of revolt, 


That spirit is still being fed today because of the failure of the Government 
to get to grips with the fundamental cause--apartheid.

ZVOBGO: BLACK URBAN AREA BOARDS TO CONTINUE

[Excerpt] Area boards, administering Zimbabwe's black urban areas, would 
continue provided they were run on democratic lines, Dr Eddison Zvobgo, the 
Minister of Local Government and Housing. 


Addressing about 150 delegates at the annual meeting of the Zimbabwe Area 
Boards Association at St, Mary's Hall in Chitungwiza, the Minister said the 
boards must be seen to be exercising autonomy, 


"They must be in touch with the residents and take an active role in 
enriching the quality of the life of the people," he said. 


Environmental hygiene should be strictly adhered to, 


He encouraged the boards to promote voluntary cleaning of their areas. 
Maputo was washed down nightly by its residents, voluntarily, he said. 


"Are we going to run budgets to keep our environment clean? The Government 
would be saved a lot of money if people did their own cleaning," he said. 


Other functions of the boards would be to run creches supervised by properly 
trained staff and to raise a levy to provide the necessary services. To 
ensure that no one defaulted, the levy could be incorporated in the monthly 
rent, the Minister said. 


Progress 


The Government wished to see area boards become a "vehicle for self-determi- 
nation and self-reliance” to ensure the progress of the country from grass- 
roots level, 


Dr Zvobgo also announced that area boards operating in rural council areas 
would be incorporated in the local government areas within the rural council 
boundaries through an amendment of law to be put before Parliament next month.

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ZAMBESI COULD BECOME TRANSPORT WATERWAY

(Text) The Zambesi River can become a commercial waterway, says Engineer 
Robert Mitchell, senior lecturer in the Department of Civil Engineering at 
the University of Rhodesia, 


Mr Mitchell, who is also responsible for transportation studies and for 
engineering economics at the University, said that with the engineering 
achievements of Kariba and Cabora Bassa, the use of the Zambesi for economic 
transport is now feasible, 


Although few detailed maps of the lower reaches of the Zambesi are available, 
Mr Mitchell said that when the Mpata Gorge Dam is built--about midway between 
the Victoria Falls and the Indian Ocean--navigation from the upper stretch 
of Kariba, near the Devil's Gorge to Cabora Bassa, would become immediately 
possible. This distance is over half the length of the river itself. 


Devil's Gorge 


Construction of the Devil's Gorge dam would add a further 100km to the length 
of the river that could be used for commercial traffic, and this, together 
with the 200km of river between the ocean and Sena, already in commercial 
use, would leave only the 300km from Sena, via Tete, to Cabora Bassa to be 
developed, said Mr Mitchell. 


Overcoming this distance would only involve the construction of a few minor 
barrages, possibly with locks, he said, 


The major problems faced in an attempt to open the Zambesi to commercial 
traffic are economic and not engineering. 


The obstacle of large dams can be overcome by the construction of either 
ship or container lifts, and, although these are relatively simple and 
cheap to operate, only a large demand for river transport would make them 
economically viable. A consultant study in some depth to investigate this 
would surely be warranted, said Engineer Mitchell. 
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Should the Zambesi's potential as a means of transporting goods be realised, 
Mr Mitehell said that this would affect not only industrial, mining and 
agricultural development, but also the development of Zimbabwe's rail net- 
work in che remaining years of the century.
